Source three advised on November 17, 1970, that 
Newton's scheduled speech for 8:00 p.m. was delayed by the 
searching of everyone entering the auditorium. Persons 
were ordered to form two lines, one male and one female, 
and take off their coats and empty the pockets. Source 
stated most of the people were inside by 9:00 p.m., with 
a full capacity crowd of 4200, comprised of about 60 per 
cent white and 40 per cent black. 

Source three said Newton appeared on the podium 
at 9:15 p.m., with eleven guards surrounding him on the 
stage. Before he came onto the stage, the audience was 
told to remain in its seat and no one would be permitted 
to enter or leave once Newton had entered. 

Source three said New^ton's speech introduced the 
new philosophy of the Black Panther Party (BPP) , which 
stresses intercommunaiism as opposed to internationalism. 

Newton told the crowd the Party had switched from its 
internationalism philosophies because it realized that 
nations no longer exist. He replied since the United States 
controled the economy and political affairs of the other 
countries, they could no longer be called nations. He 
stated the world was a system of communities and said 
eventually it would have to become a collection of institutions 
serving all the people's needs. 

Newton stated in this world-community, all men 
would identify with each other because of the fact that 
they are all human beings. 

Newton said he was present to aid the Detroit 15, 
Angela Davis, Bobby Seale, and the Soledad Brother and urged 
the group to aid their brothers and sister. ,. 

Source further advised during the speech numerous 
persons got up and left without being challenged. “

The San Francisco Office does not contemplate 
any additional active investigation regarding the incident 
reflected in enclosed LHM. 
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commander, Black Panther Party (BPP) , gave a noon time speech 
at the main auditorium, Merritt College, 5714 Grove Street, 
Oakland, California, with approximately 1,000 persons in 
attendance. Newton spoke on the BPP platform and outlined 
the aims and purposes of that organization. During his 
speech, a 25-year-old Negro male interrupted and leveled 
a barrage of criticisms at Newton's ideological concepts. 

The identity of the heckler was not known. 

A characterization of the BPP is contained 

in the appendix. 


According to this source, an escort of BPP members 
and members of the Black Student Union (BSU) , Merritt 
College, proceeded with Newton to the classroom of Newton's 
brother, Melvin Newton, who is a lecturer in the Black 
Studies Program at Merritt College. Only the escort and 
students of Melvin Newton were allowed entrance to the 
classroom. As Newton was about to begin his lecture to 
this group, a 25-year-old black male, wearing a turban and 
identifying himself as a Nihilist, approached Newton and 
stated that what Newton was saying was not proper and that 
Newton's concepts were unrealistic. Newton asked this 
person not to address him in that manner and with that this 
individual stated, "Maybe I will and maybe I won't". 

At this point, Newton struck this individual with a right 
blow to the chin, causing him to fall back. When he 
regained his balance, this individual took a s wing at Newton.

The scuffle was broken up by three Negro 
policemen from the Merritt Campus Police Department. No 
arrests were made and the turbaned Negro was ordered to 
leave . 

It was stated by this source that the unknown 
Negro returned to the classroom shortly thereafter, 
accompanied by five other turbaned black individuals. 

The BPP associates of Newton told them to "freeze or suffer 
the consequences". Meanwhile, Huey P. Newton was conducting 
his lecture in his brother's classroom. The Merritt College 
Campus Police arrived and told the turbaned-wearing Negroes 
to depart from the area. As they slowly retreated, the 
aforementioned turbaned Negro stated that Huey Newton would 
be hearing from him again. Upon hearing this remark,

lecture was cut short and Huey was escorted from the class- 
room. As Newton finished his lecture, he stated, "Power is - 
the ability to define phenomenon in a desired manner". 

As early as the fall of 1963, autonomous Negro 
students’ organizations were properly 
registered and recognized as student organi- 
zations on campuses in the Northern California 
area. The purposes of the organizations 
were generally given at that time as follows: 

"To engage in study of Negro life and history, 
to foster the growth and dissemination of 
Negro cultural contributions and to engage 
in projects which the membership considers 
to be in the interest of the Negro community." 

At the outset the organizations appeared to 
be purely cultural. As militant Negroes 
became affiliated with the organizations, 
the names of the organizations were changed 
to BSU in about 1965.

It 
was basically an agricultural country 
and very little industry. So people could 
compete with each other in somewhat 
of a democratic fashion. A man could 
have the wealth that he earned through 
planting the soil. And there was much 
available soU. Of course, I emphasize 
again that Blacks were not included in 


I would like to backtrack a little *5 
the period of 1863, 1865, after the 
Emancipation Proclamation and then 
the so-called Reconstruction. The 
Freedman’s Bureau was established 
during the Reconstruction in order to 
allot one of the chief points argued in 
Congress by Thadeus Stevens, that 
Blacks be allotted forty acres and a 
mule. Because without the land it was 
realized that there would be no free- 
dom. But this did not occur. I would 
like to emphasize this to show that 
America has compromised our free- 
dom again and again. The Hayes Com- 
promise of 1877 devastated the whole 
Reconstruction period and the few 
crumbs that we’d gained during that 
period. 

So I refer to a time when we’ve 
been forced out of the society, we've 
bee i forced out of equal protection oi 
the law, and human respect. Andjl 
leaves us with nothi ng to lose, reall^, 
and everything to gain, because we’ve 
lost everything. And of course when 
one has lost everything, nothing is open 
to him but total rebellion. Rebellion 
against that force and those conditions 
which have stripped him of Ms very dig- 
nity as a human being. 

What are the alternatives? We’ve 
concluded that there’s no room for us in 
che capitalistic system because of the 
overdeveloped nature of the country. 
We see that as far as autonomy of our 
community in any respect, as far as 
self-governing pur institutions; this 
cannot exist under capitalism either 
because e-iT. ilism, the capitalistic 
system is dictated by the small ruling 
class, approximately 76 compare! e| that 
control the whole Industry and the whol e 
wealth of this country. That's General 
Motors, Ford, Chrysler, General Dy- 
namics, Lockheed, Standard od, 
DuPont. Cha3e Manhattan Bank, Batik 
of America, and so on down 


As the years passed and as the 
country’s industry became mature, the 
agricultural lands became centralized 
in the hands of a few. This presented 
nfew problems, especially when Blacks 
)|ere not included in the first stage 
oi developme it the democratic ca?ita| 
listic era. In our time around 1970. 
the country is not only fully developed 
but it is overdeveloped. The economy 
is over developed, the industry is over- 
developed. The ruling class of the 
country no longer invests its surplus 
capital in the country. This brings us 
to the imperialistic era, where the cap- 
italists is now Investing his surplus 
in the developing countries of the Third 
World, in order to gain a profit, be- 
cause there is no room for expansion 
inside of this mature economy. 

; While all of this is happening. Blacks 
are still struggling for basic human 
rights; the right to vole, the right for 
economic well-being . We cannot gain 
our political liberties without the 
economic freedom. We cannot be in- 
tegr-i ‘.1 'ato the capitalistic system, 
because - 311 if we had the wealth or 
the surplus capital to invest , there 
would Be no mankfcfc. iTh«re>4s^ no fer- 





Tae only way that wo can now ge t 
freedom is to change that system that 
led us Into slavery. We were brought 
Into slavery because of profit for the 
slave driver and the capitalists. So 
we question the very system. We don’t 
only question the established order, 
but we question the very system. 

We feel that tie only way that we can 
get freedom at this time, after ob- 
serving and experiencing the conditions 
of the country is to have a propor- 
tional representation in a inter-com- 
munalist framework. 

This means that the industries that 
now are held by a small ruling circle 
should be nationalized, and all ethnic 
groups will be guaranteed a place in 
proportion to their number :.i the 
country , at the administrative level and 
at the worker’s level. Anything short 
of this would be compromising our 
freedom again, and we will not stand 
for it. 

- Matter of fact, any compromise 
would be suicidal. It would be what I 
call reactionary suicide. To accept a 
compromise. Reactionary suicide 
means the conditions, the reactionary 
c

choose the reverse, if it becomes nec- 
essary, and that is a revolutionary 
suicide. That’s suicide motivated by the 
desire to change the system,or else die 
trying to change the reactionary condi- 
tions, But this is a freedom of choice. 
And l would choose this for the gene- 
ration to come and I would choose it 
for my own integrity, for the simple 
reason that I refuse, our generation 
refuses, to live as slaves. 

So, we are demanding a Constitution 
tfea4j£eflects the ethnic and th e_plural - 
i stic nature of the society.

the right to live. We demand a Con- 
stitution that has respect for the peo- 
ple, and a Constitution that serves the 
people instead of a Constitution that 
serves the ruling class. 

We know tha: in this country there 
are certain oublic institutions, that 
ire supposedly so: up by ‘he people, 
but in reality are set up by the ruling 
circle, to pretend to serv e the people’s 
basic needs. This is the Social Se- 
curity, Employment Insurance, Wel- 
fare Subsidies etc. The ruling class 
sens up these public agencies to hftjy 

off! the people with a small examjle 
of socialism. But we see that the fil- 
ing class even uses the public facili- 
ties to their own advantage. The rul- 
ing class really uses public, funds on a 
gigantic scale to further its own in- 
terests. 

An example of this is the big 
way barons who receive 
other words, they receive welfare aid. 
The big farmers, such as Senator East- 
land, receives subsidies from the pub- 
lic institutions in the country, while 
the people, when they need welfare aid 
are harassed, hounded, even to the ex- 
tent that in order to get the aid they 
must reveal who they sleep with at 
night, while Eastland and all of the 
others receive millions of dollars each 
year, yet they don’t ,have to reveal the 
last woman or man they slept with, l 
think that this is a good example of a 
dictatorship by the people. What I 
mean by that, is not that the people 
will abuse what used to be bourgeoisie 
but it is simply that the peoples needs 
will be taken under consideration and 
they will be the prime focus at all 
times in consideration given* And no 
one class, no one assortment ofpeopie 
will receive thebehefiis and the w£ 
oj tne'country* : ' ;

Biack^people in this c oj|n t rv. af ter 
such a long period of s^ering be- 
cause" of capitalism and racism, have 
a rlghrto exclusively control the ip®ti~ 
df the Black community. All 
other ethnic groups will also Control 
their community in a co-operative 
fashion. And the national enterprises 
what l call national enterprises are 
those big monopolies will be nationa- 
lized so that each ethnic group will 
have a representative on the various 
boards. But those other ethnic groups 
members of ethnic groups, who live in 
our communities, will be able to par- 
ticipate in a democratic fashion, 
because racism will be dead. Bur. also 
we will maintain the right to have this 
Proportional Representation because 
the trust has been lost because of rac- 
ism. Black people have lost faith — faith 
in this country.

If I have a choice, which l 
do, and if it comes to the point where 
there’s only one choice either to ac- 
cept reactionary suicide or revolution- 
ary suicide. 

. I think it goes without saying that 
Blacks are perfectly justified in de- 
claring a Republic or a Liberated Ter- 
ritory, if we find that we cannot, 
through some mutual coalition, bring 
about this type of pluralistic society 
that, is desired. The only other alter- 
native is to declare a Republic, and 
as I said, face the cowardly imperi- 
alistic army, and thereby either de- 
feat them or suffer revolutionary sui- 
cide, which is glorious simply because 
it would be our choice, and we won’t 
stand by and let us be killed one by one.

The main theme of the speech given by Huey P. Newton 
on November 16, 1970, at Oakland University, was that all poor 
blacks and poor whites, the working classes, the oppressed of 
the world must all join forces as a united body against the 
"ruling circle" in the United States. Newton repeatedly 
referred to this "ruling circle" throughout his entire speech 
and apparently interpreted this "ruling circle" as those leaders 
of Government and industry, the imperialists or those who are 
rich in this society. Newton wanted equality for everyone with 
no one being superior to his fellow man. He indicated the Negro 
is a class brother with the poor whites and they must join in 
their effort to overcome the "ruling circle". 

Newton stated, "The Black Panther Party is the 
vanguard of the revolution on a world-wide level because the 
world is really one community and we've taken Marxist-Leninist 
to a greater level and therefore we are the greatest Marxist- 
Leninists that ever lived, and we say this not to be arrogant 
because some times I wish that someone else would carry that 
banner because the way is narrow and the burden is heavy." 

In conclusion, the speech by Newton was a rambling, 
many times incoherent Marxist-Leninist influenced, low-key 
revolutionary type speech which attempted to show a connection 
between the Black Panther Party and the League of Revolutionary 
Black Workers, as well as a unity between the Black Panther 
Party and all oppressed persons of the world. 

A characterization of the Black Panther Party is 

contained in the appendix attached hereto. 

His speech called for the release of the Detroit 16, 
freedom for Angela Davis, Bobby Seale, and all the oppressed 
brothers and for the ultimate overthrow of the pigs .

FORTHCOMING BOOK THE PANTHER 
BY J. HERMAN BLAKE AND HUEY Y. NEWTON

It has been learned from a source that "The 
Panther" is the provisional title for a new book to be 
authored by J. Herman Blake and Huey P. Newton. The 
publishing company of Harcourt, Brace & World, Inc., entered 
into a! contract on June 8. 1970. with Blake and Newton to 
publish the book. I 

I A provision was 

made for him to ratify [ signature when he be- 

came available after release from prison. Edwin F. Barber 
signed the contract for the publisher as editor-in-chief. 
Blake, of course, signed for himself as co-author. 

Huey P. Newton is co-founder. Minister of 
Defense, and Supreme Commander of the Black 
J/j Panther Party (BPP) . He was convicted in 

68 for Voluntary Manslaughter and sentenced 
* y7 • to two to fifteen years in prison for the 
/p'. fatal shooting of an Oakland, California 
/ police officer in October, 1967. The con- 

viction was reversed by the California Court 
1/ of Appeals in May, 1970, because of "prejudicial 

error" on the part of the trial judge in his 
instructions to the jury. He was released from 
jail on August 5, 1970, on $50,000.00 cash 
bond pending his re-trial on charges of Voluntary 
Manslaughter which is set for January 11, 1971.

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The contract is standard in nature with certain 
variations made regarding this particular book. For example, 
the book is to contain approximately 80,000 words. The 
publisher will pay the authors a percentage of the retail 
price on the number of copies sold, with an advance of 
$13,000.00 payable in installments. The first is a payment 
of $5,000.00 upon signing the contract and the balance as 
portions of the manuscript are submitted to the publisher. 
This money will be divided equally between Blake and Newton. 

The Panther will deal primarily with the life of 
Newton. As background, the activities of the Newton family 
in Louisiana prior to Newton's birth will be touched on. 
Special attention will be given to Newton's father, Walter 
Newton, Sr., and his reaction with and resistance to his 
"oppressive" surroundings. Mention may also be made of Huey 
P. Newton's maternal grandfather who was hanged as a horse 
thief. Newton's early life and education will contain as 
many incidents and memories as can be recalled. The story of 
his adolescence will deal with the influence of his father 
and Walter Newton, Jr.; and the developing influence of 
Melvin Newton. Instances which led* to Newton's "incipient 
sense of outrage and philosophy of self-defense" will be set 
forth. At about this time Newton had aspirations of being 
a dentist. The last section in his early life will focus on 
the growing circle of people outside the family which had 
influence on him. Fights, acts of "self-defense", illegal 
activities, and youthful "craziness" will be reported. 

Newton's "new maturity" will be the topic of the 
second section of the book. Newton's move out of the family 
sphere of influence and entrance into Oakland City College 
and his experiences there will relate his awareness of the 
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relationship between the street brothers and the college 
brothers. The book will then show how Newton developed a 
social awareness during his activities as a criminal . 

Emphasis will be placed on his stealing automobiles, 
committing burglaries, shortchanging merchants and fraudulent 
credit card schemes. His associates in these activities 
will be named. 

At^this point the book will develop the theme of 
a "panther is born" . The four persons who had the greatest 
influence on him at that time were John Thomas, Richard 
Thorne, Bobby Seale, and Melvin Newton. The organizations 
which influenced him at that time were the Afro-American 
Association, Soul Students Advisory Council, and discussion 
groups led by Thomas and Thorne. Newton was not totally 
satisfied with these individuals and groups and as a conse- 
quence he moved from the position of a black nationalist to 
a philosophy of international socialism. To implement this 
philosophy he and Bobby Seale organized their own group. 
Implicit in this group was the necessity to "strap on guns". 

At this point the group was called the Black Panther Party 
for Self Defense, although it was later changed to the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) . 

The "Ten Point" program will be discussed and 
great detail will be included concerning the relationship 
between a reformist program and revolutionary rhetoric. 

The following topics will then be dealt with in the 
book: "Patrolling the Police, North Richmond"; "Denzil 

Dowell Case (Richmond, California)"; "Development of a 
Newspaper"; "Eldridge Cleaver Joining"; "The Sacramento Trip"; 
and the "Attempted Merger with SNCC — Draft of Stokely". In 
a section entitled "Defending the Community" encounters with 
police will be recalled. Detail will be given to the incident 
in which Oakland Police Officer John Frey was murdered. The 
resulting trial of Newton arising out of his involvement will 
be dealt with as a political event. The coalition with the 
Peace and Freedom Party which took place at that time will 
also be highlighted. Newton's reflections on his conviction 
and imprisonment will follow and his release will be treated 
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as a triumph of the people. The conclusion of this section 
will relate the activities regarding the funeral of Jonathan 
Jackson and William Christmas. 

J The final portion of the book will deal with the 

current activities, programs, and ideology of the Panthers. 

It is indicated that the book actually will be 
written by Blake. The sources for the book will come largely 
from Newton's own memory which will be supplemented by „ inter- 
views with many people who have known him over the years. 

Many questions will be asked during the preparation of the 
book and to a certain extent basic assumptions can be made 
from the questions to be asked. The question, "Did your 
father ever beat you as a child?" obviously sheds little 
light. However, the questions "Why, how, and how long did 
you carry a machete? How many people did you use it against 
and in what way?" would indicate Newton was at least rumored 
to have carried a lethal weapon. Bobby Seale has stated that 
Newton "decked" a white boy who had made disparaging remarks 
about Newton's girl friend. This incident occurred in 
January 1964. These incidents will be included to show the 
violent and masculine nature of Newton. 

It is possible that some mention may be made of 
the possibility of using black policemen or former policemen 
as informants for the BPP. Newton will also answer the 
f question of whether he is opposed to policemen per se. 

Other principles of Newton may parallel portions of Bobby 
Seale's book, Sieze the Time (Random House 1968). 

Attention will be given Newton's religious training 
in his childhood and the effect it had on hi« later philosophy. 
His fascination with the Book of Ecclesiastes will be noted. 

His philosophy today is the result of the study of Ayer's 
logical positivism. Newton will be credited with taking a 
grassroots approach to esoteric and abstract material . He 
will be credited with the development of a dynamic philosophy 
which poses the following question: "If nothing is real 
( unless it can be articulated and shared, the act of articulating 
and sharing gives it eternal dynamics, since realty is always 
; changing either in objective terms or in terms of people's 
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perceptions. If, however, the people's perceptions of 
reality change without objective change, what fundamental 
principles can be applied to keep things dynamic?"

On November 16, 1970, BS T-l ad^/ised that authorities 
at Boston College, Boston, Massachusetts, had given approval 
for the appearance and speech of Kuey P. Newton, Minister 
of Defense for the Black Panther Party (EPP) , at Roberts Hall, 
Boston College, on the evening of November 18, 1970.

Source advised that the sponsoring group on Boston 
College Campus was the "Left Collective", a conglomerate of 
New Left type organizations on campus.

Source adviced that Boston College authorities had refused 
to permit a 8PP singing group, known as the Lumpen to appear 
on the program with Newton. 

A- handbill advertising Kuey Newton's appearance 
on November 18. 1970 at 7i30 P.M. at Boston College, Roberts 
Hall, stated a donation of $2 would go towards the Revolutionary

The Boston Branch of the Committee To Defend The 
Panthers is self -described as part of a nationwide organisa- 
tion dedicated to publicising the trials of members of the 
BPP, raising money for thair defense, as well as raising 
money for bail for political prisoners. 

Newton and party proceeded directly to Roberts 
Hall, Boston College, by way of automobile, 8:50 P.M. , and 
immediately entered into Roberts Hall through a rear entrance, 

Newton's speech had been scheduled for 7:30 P.M. 
on November 18, 1970, but did not actually begin until 
9:50 P.M. Entrance into the hall by the public was slow due 
to the fact that BPP Security Guards searched all who entered 
for weapons and concealed recording devices. Donations of 
$2 each were accepted at the door from all those who entered. 
Newton made his appearance on stage only after the audience 
had entered and were seated. 





Newton's speech was not inflammatory, but rather 
philosophical in nature. Newton said that the theme of 
the Revolutionary Peoples' Constitutional Convention, which 
was to be held in Washington, D.C. on the weekend of 
November 28 - 29, 1970, will be Survival, and that the 
Black Panther Party (BFP) will not accept destruction of 
any kind. 

He said where there is courage and self-respect, 
there is revolutionary enthusiasm. He said if we must die, 
we must die the death of revolutionary suicide. However, 
he stated our real desire is to live, and we will not be 
intimidated. 

Newton discussed the development of the Karl 
Marx's Theory of Dialectical Materialism. He spoke of the 
Russian Revolution of 1917. He stated the BPP is a Marxist - 
Lenenist Party, but that the BPP, at the same time, supports 
the ideology of Eldridge Cleaver, the Minister of Information 
of the BPP, presently in Algeria. According to Newton, 
Cleaver's theory was that the revolutionary prolatariat is 
the lumpen prolatariat. 

Newton introduced the theory of revolutionary 
inter-communalism. Newton stated the BPP disclaims inter- 
nationalism, and added that the people of the world must unite 
as one community and to take control of the means of 
production. 

Newton agreed that it is necessary for people who 
carry out the revolution to represent the majority. He stated 
that in this country it will take a popular force to achieve 
a revolution. 

During the question and answer period which followed 
Newton's speech, Newton stated that the people must sieze 
the power, but not seek revenge. Newton also brought the 
audience a message from Eldridge Cleaver, Minister of Informa- 
tion for the Black Panther Party; that Cleaver wanted the 
people to prepare a place for him since he would like to return 
home. Newton said in order for Cleaver to return home, we 
must liberate our community.

The Boston Black United Front is publicly des- 
cribed as an umbrella type organization with representatives 
from many black groups.

Genocide" by Michael Tabor (Political prisoner NY 21); and a 
pocket manual entitled, "Kun II Sung - Report at the 20th 
Anniversary Celebration Of the Founding Of The Democratic 
Peoples Republic of Korea, September 7, 1968." 


On November 19, 1970, BS T-5 advised he had attended 
the speech given by Huey Newton at Boston College on November 18, 


1970. Source stated the audience consisted of about 2500 people, 
and that Newton spoke from about 9:50 P.M. to 11:45 P.M. Source 
described Newton's speech as dry and uninteresting, and dealing 
with Communist ideologies.

of the BPP, 2026 Seventh Avenue, New York City, en route to the 
RPCC in Washington, D.C. The source advised that at about 
7:15 PM on November 27, 1970, a third bus, also with about 50 
people, left for the RPCC in Washington, D.C. from 125th Street, 
and Seventh Avenue, New York City and a fourth bus with between 
40 - 50 people from Manhattan Community College 51st Street 
between Sixth and Seventh Avenues, New York City. The source 
did not attend the RPCC. 

Also on December 1, 1970, the source advised that he 
had ascertained from conversations with various individuals 
that the leadership of the BPP were extremely upset with the 
way the RPCC turned out. They feel it was disorganized, poorly 
attended, and generally a failure. He stated many more white 
people attended than blacks and that there were no satisfactory 
meetings or other activities.

The confidential source utilized above 
described the Women’s Liberation Movement 
and the Gay Liberation Front as special 
interest groups working toward freedom from 
existing laws that these groups feel are 
binding and oppressive to women and homosexuals. 

The source further described the Young Lords 
as a militant group of young people of Spanish 
ancestry such as Puerto Ricans who appear to 
have adopted goals and imitate the dress and 
activities of the BPP. 

A press release at Washington, D.C. on 
October 8, 1970, announced that the National 
Coalition Against War, Racism, and Repression 
grew out of the Strategy Action Conference (SAC). 

A second confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that 
the SAC emerged from the Emergency Strategy 
Action Conference held in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 

June 26-28, 1970 called by critics of the New 
Mobilization Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam (NMC)- and its policies of mass anti- 
war demonstrations controlled and organized 
by a national steering committee. The SAC 
advocates more militant, sustained, non-violent 
civil disobedience, organized and carried out 
in localized actions by Regional SACs.

The St. Stephen Catholic Church at 16th Street and 
Newton, N.W., Washington, D.C., served as the rallying point 
for this convention. The bulk of persons attending this 
convention could be found at that church during the entire 
convention inasmuch as committees regarding housing and 
announcements as well as entertainment could be located 
therein. Furthermore, meals were served at this church. 

Due to the general disorganization at this convention 
there was little if. any official activity until approximately 
2:30 PM on November 27, 1970. At this time Finley C. Campbell 
of Crawfords ville , Indiana, called a Midwest caucus. 
Approximately 40 individuals met v/ith him at this church. 

All of these individuals were white except Finley C. Campbell 
and two black individuals who followed him throughout the 
whole day taping all of his comments. These black individuals 
appeared to be professional people and their origin is not 
known. They did not appear to be friends of Campbell but 
were interested in what he had to sav. The remainder of 
persons at that caucus were generally ycung individuals 
representing such groups as the Youth Against War and Fascism 
and Women's Liberation Movement, as well as the National 
Coalition Against War, Racism, and Repression. There was 
no agenda for this meeting and these indiviiials rose briefly 
and identified the type of work that they were doing in their 
particular areas. 

After this caucus, Finley C. Campbell, who advised 
that he is running for Governor of Indiana, got up at St. 
Stephen Church before the approximately 1,000 people assembled 
there and read a bulletin which stated that the BPP were unable 
to secure space at Howard University in Washington, D.C. in 
which to hold the convention as previously planned. According 
to Campbell, the officials of Howard University were "piglets" 
because they bowed to the United States Government. He further 
identified them as parasites who fed off Federal funds, and 
were told by the Federal Government whether or not they could 
have meetings of this type held at that university. Campbell 
stated that an agenda would be forthcoming but this never 
occurred. The balance of Campbell's speech concerned black 
repression as well as repression against the poorer class of 
white people. It was not radical in fashion, however.

As Campbell terminated his speech, a young unidentified 
white female leaped up and said, "Let's do something instead 
of waiting." The implication drawn by those in attendance was 
that they should "take Howard University". It appeared that 
approximately 25% of those in attendance agreed and that the 
vast majority, however, felt that this was not the proper 
tactic. Campbell immediately assumed the podium and advised 
those in attendance to "keep their cool" and to wait for the 
BPP to make an announcement in this respect. He pointed out 
that doing what was heatedly suggested would be playing into 
the hands of the "pigs". During this time members of the 
BPP were observed moving furniture and preparing the church 
for a movie. 

Three films were to be shown according to the 
announcement but the only one shown was an old film. The 
title was not displayed and the movie started somewhere after 
title and screen credits should have been shown. The film 
concerned Bobby Seale. BPP officer, who was talking to a group 
c-f blacks in an auditorium. The film was torn and spliced 
and had a very bad audio and was mostly unintelligible. During 
this film Seale mentioned that people had to get together to 
stop repression and that they must protect their communities 
and neighborhoods. Before its ending this film broke and 
projectionists were unable to splice and continue the film. 

At approximately 6:00 PM, an announcement was made that food 
would be served to those in attendance. 

At approximately 7:30 PM to about 10:30 PM on November 27, 
1970, approximately 4,000 persons attended a rally held in 
connection with this convention at the Meridian Hills Park in 
Washington, D.C. This rally featured "The Lumpen", a singing 
group composed of BPP members who were accompanied by "The 
Freedom Messengers", a musical combination. Most of the evening 
was spent in listening, singing and chanting at the park. One 
speaker, an individual identified as "Big Man", spoke at this 
rally and indicated that Huey P. Newton would speak. He 
stated that the BPP would get a place to hold a convention 
and that if need be would stay in Washington as long as it took 
for the constitution to be drawn.

On November 28, 1970 no agenda had been issued and 
no meeting place had been announced. There appeared to be 
no organization and the individuals in attendance at this 
convention spent the late morning and afternoon milling around. 
At approximately 6:00 PM, "The Lumpen" and "The Freedom 
Messengers" again entertained those in St. Stephen Church. 

At approximately 7:30 PM, an individual whose identity was 
not obtained because of the poor quality of the public address 
system, advised that the convention could not be held at 
Howard University insofar as that institution had cancelled 
its offer too late for other arrangements to be made. This 
speaker noted that the Federal Government had gotten after 
officials of Howard University who complied because that 
university did receive Federal funds and did not want to 
lose those funds. This individual further advised that there 
were approximately 5,000 people in attendance each with 
different ideas on how the constitution should be drafted and 
that it was felt that there were too many different and opposed 
individual ideas and arrangements and that in fact it was 
absurd to have planned the convention in this manner. This 
speaker called for representatives of various groups to 
consolidate ideas and noted that there would be another 
convention although he neither mentioned dates, places, or 
other details regarding any future convention.

YOUTH AGAINST WAR AND FASCISM 


A source advised on March 29, 1965, that the 
Youth Against War and Fascism (YAWF) , formerly known as the 
Anti-Fascist Youth Committee, was established by the Workers 
World Party (WWP) in the Summer of 1962 to bring college 
and high school youth into the periphery of WWP activities 
and thereby gain recruits for the organization. 

A second source advised on October 23, 1964, 
that a flyer distributed by the YAWF describes that 
organization as a militant organization of young workers 
and worker-students for combating war and fascism. 

The first source advised on May 1, 1970, that 
the YAWF maintains its headquarters at 58 West 25th Street, 

New York City, and publishes a magazine called "The Partisan."

On April 17, 1959, a source advised that on 
February 12, 1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 

■min or:l**7 y oup under the leadership of National Committee 
member Sam Ballan split from the SWP. 

The source stated that this minority group, referred 
to as the Marcyites, after many years of program and policy 
differences on varied issues concerning tactics and 
interpretation of political events, split from the SWP on the 
grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by departing 
from the Marxist precepts of Leon Trotsky and retreating from 
the fight for the world socialist revolution. The final 
issue which ultimately forced the split was the minority’s 
opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which involved 
cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery 
individuals characterized by the minority as petty bourgeois. 

The minority program, according to the source, 
advocated unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has 
as its goal the building of a revolutionary party with a 
complete proletarian orientation for the purpose of over- 
throwing capitalism in 'the United States and throughout the 
world. 

On May 12, 1960, source advised that this minority 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On May 1, 1970, a second source advised that 
the Workers World Party, which maintains headquarters at 
46 West 21st Street, New York, New York, supports the 
People’s Republic of China in its ideological dispute with 
the Soviet Union, but at the same time has called for a 
peaceful solution to recent Sino-Soviet border disputes. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450.

On November 20, 1970, NY T-l advised that Huey P. 
Newton delivered a speech at New York City Community College 
Brooklyn, New York, during the evening of November 19, 1970, 
Newton spoke to approximately 1000 students from approximately 
10:00 PM to 11:30 PM. The audience was overwhelming, young and 
black. Newton's speech which commenced at approximately 
10:00 PM, November 19, 1970, was followed by a question and 
answer session. The general theme was the need for black 
unity at home where he urged a non-negot iated stand. At one 
point he indicated that it was best to stay close to the 
white man so that revolutionaries might "tear his eyes cut", 
if necessary. Newton also extended greetings from BPP 
Minister of Information, Eldr±£e Cleaver in Algeria. Newton 
noted that Cleaver wants to come back home "so prepare a 
place for him."

NY T-3 advised on November 20, 1970, that Newton's 
speech delivered at New York City Community College was 
incoherent and rambling which resulted in a lack of interest by 
a large section of the audience. After Newton had been 
speaking for about one half hour approximately 300 of the 
estimated 1200 persons present left the hall in an apparent 
spontaneous and unorganized departure possibly as a result 
•of the students' failure to follow Newton's reasoning or 
logic . \ 

This source further advised that Newton was 
accompanied by the Lumpen Band and Freedom Messengers , groups of 
BPP musicians, who provided entertainment for th£ audience.

NY T-3 also provide a taped recording of Newton's 
speech which revealed that Newton called for black unity. 

He also discussed the philisophical concepts of empiricism, 
historical materialism, dialectical materialism and reasoning. 
Much of his speech was devoted to his formula for the analysis 
of history which he described as dialectical materialism. He 
noted that Karl Marx essentially adopted the philosophy of 
Emmanual Kant to the area .of history. Lenin then adapted the 
concepts of Marx to the formation of a new society. The BPP 
today ascribes to a philosophy which might be described as 
Marxist -Leninist Pantherism which is necessary to fit the 
present situation in America . •

Newton stated that "you cannot run away from the 
white man, you have to run toward him, have a contradiction and 
then down him and hill him”. He also noted that the 
Panthers seek: to be one with those people throughout the world 
who are waging armed revolution against oppression.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 
Also Known As 

Black Panther Party for Self-Dei'ense 

According to the official newspaper of the Black 
JPanther Party (BPP), the BPP was started during December, 

1966, in Oakland, California, to organize black people so 
they can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, 

BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," 
regularly ^states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs” who should be killed. 

The newspaper , in its issue of September 7, 19SS, 
had an article by the then Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MURRAY. This article ended with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of , 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only 
culture worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. 

Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. 

Kill the pigs everywhere." 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an 
article introduced with the following statement: "We will 
not dissent from American government. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said 
"We will kill Richard Nixon." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of 
December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force 
and violence." 1

Panther Offered Cong Troops 

Rochester, Mich. (AP)— Maintaining “there is no difference 
in the way American soldiers act in Cambodia and Vietnam 
and the way American police act in Detroit,” Black Panther 
leader Huey Newton affirmed Monday that he has offered 
troops to the Viet Cong. 

Speaking, before 1,500 students at Oakland University, New- 
ton said police and soldiers “use the same equipment” and 
have the same goals: "oppression and genocide.” 

The Panther leader described police as “the left arm of 
America’s fascist army,” while labeling the military establish- 
„me nt “the right arm.” 

SO Vehicles In Chain Crashes 

Crockett, Calif. (AP) — Chain-reaction collisions involving 
an estimated 80 vehicles in morning fog just south of the twin 
Carquinez bridges blocked U.S. Interstate Rout 80 in both di- 
rections yesterday.

You 
inquired therein regarding the possible preparing and 
mailing of a letter by Newton to the South Vietnam 
National Front for Liberation (Viet Cong) offering volunteers 
and Newton’s speech at Oakland University on November 16, 

1970, in which he affirmed that he has made such an offer. 

Your request concerning the possible preparation 
and mailing of a letter to the Viet Cong by Newton or 
another member of the Black Panther Party has been referred 
to our field office in San Francisco and you will be 
promptly advised of the results of its inquiry. 

With respect to Newton's speech at Oakland Uni- 
versity, Pontiac, Michigan, on November 16, 1970, a tape 
recording of that speech has been obtained and a verbatim 
transcript thereof prepared which will be furnished to you 
under separate cover. We are also asking our field office 
in Detroit to determine if sources who attended the speech 
have verbatim notes of the exact words used by Newton in 
affirming his offer of troops to the Viet Cong. You will 
also be promptly advised of the results of this inquiry.

Department requested information confirming that Newton 
or any other Panther actually prepared and sent such a 
letter. Department also inquired concerning comments made 
by Newton in speech at Oakland University affirming that 
he made such an offer. Detroit has obtained a tape 
recording of the speech and prepared a verbatim copy thereof 
which Is being duplicated. Full details regarding this 
offer when originally made by Newton in August, 1970, has 
been furnished to the Department.

Partv for Self Defense 


According to the official newspaper of the BPP , the 
BPP was started during December 1966, in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, revolt 
everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 

Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article introduced 
with the following statement: "We will not dissent from American govern- 
ment. We wxli overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San Francisco

Ail sources utilized herein have furnished 
reliable information in the past. 

Source one was contacted on December 21, 1970, 
and indicated that he dad not taka notes during the speech 
given by Huey Newton at Oakland university, Rochester, 
Michigan on November 16, 1970, in support of the Detroit 16, • 
but advised that he vaguely recalls remarks concerning 
Newton 1 s offer to send troops to desist the Viet Cong, but 
indicated due to the length of the, speech given by Newton, 
lie could not be definite of any remarks or statements he 
made during the course of the speech. 

Source two advised on December 21, 1970, that he 
did not have verbatim notes nor did he recall newton making 
any remarks concerning the Black Panther Party (BPP) sending 
troops to assist the Viet Cong in his speech in support of 
the Detroit 16 on November 16, 1970, at Oakland University. 

Source three was contacted on December 21, 1970, 
and advised he did not have any notes concerning Newton's 
speech at Oakland University on November 16, 1970. He 
advised he started to take notes on the speech but due to the 
length and lack of continuity in the speech he discontinued 
his notes shortly after Newton began speaking. He advised 
he could net be certain that' Newton made any reference to 
an offer of the BPP sending troops to assist the Viet Cong. * 
He stated that if he did so, he believes it was towards the 
end of the speech and indicated at this point in the speech 
the crowd in the gymnasium was becoming very restless and he 
was having difficulty in hearing the speech.

According to the official newspaper of the' BPP, the EPP 
was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, 
politics, and the destiny of the black community,. It was 
organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, 
Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Blade Panther," 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The nevsp aper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an 
article by the then Minister of Education, GEORGS MURRAY. 

This article ended with the followings 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. 

Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black power. Use 
the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere. 11 

Tire BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1963, had an 
article introduced with the -following statement: "He will 
not dissent from American government. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the 
San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will 
kill Richard Nixon." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of 
December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force 
and violence." 

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP nevrspaper had 
an article by Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

"The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is... by taking 
up arms against this government, killing the officials, 
until the reactionary forces... are deed and those that 
are left turn their weapons on their superiors, thereby 
' passing revolutionary judgement against the number one 
enemy of all mankind, the racist US government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta Street. 
Oakland, California. Branches of the BPP, and Committees to 
Combat Fascism, under control of the BPP, have been established 
in various locations in the USA.

During recent speaking tour of Huey P. Newton, 

Supreme Commander of violence- prone Black Panther Party 
(BPP), bodyguards and sympathizers took extreme measures 
to insure safety of their leader. Before and during his 
appearance at Oakland University, Rochester, Michigan, 

Newton' s followers physically took over building where he 
was to speak. They searched all persons and space and 
maintained tight security as long as Newton was in the 
building. 

The above-mentioned Special Agents were able through 
advanced preparations arranged by established sources at the 
University to obtain tape recording of Newton's speech in such 
a manner as to retain its evidentiary value. During the course 
of this speech Newton made statements of vital interest to the 
Department. A transcript of the speech has been furnished the 4 
Department and the tape is being handled as evidence by the 
Detroit Office for use in any authorized prosecution. 

In view of above. Domestic Intelligence Division

Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's 
Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that "political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have 
been established at various locations throughout the United 
States .

The source stated that this minority group, re- 
ferred to as the Marcyites, after many years of program and 
policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics and 
interpretation of political events, split from the SWP on 
the grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by de- 
parting from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and 
retreating from the fight for the world socialist revolution. 
The final issue which ultimately forced the split was the 
minority's opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which 
involved cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery 
individulas characterized by the minority as petty bourgeois. 


The minority program, according to the source, 
advocated unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has 
as its goal the building of a revolutionary party with a 
complete proletarian orientation for the purpose of over- 
throwing capitalism in the United States and throughout the 
world . 


On May 12, 1960, source advised that this minority 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On May 1, 1970, a second source advised that the 
Workers World Party, which maintains headquarters at 46 West 
21st Street, New York, New York, supports the People's 
Republic of China in its ideological dispute with the 
Soviet Union, but at the same time has called for a peaceful 
solution to recent Sino-Soviet border disputes.

Huey P. Newton is the Supreme Commander, 
Minister of Defense, and co-founder of 
the Black Panther Party (BPP) . 


A characterization of the BPP is contained 
in the Appendix. 


Approximately two hours after Newton's release 
from the Alameda County Jail, Oakland, California, on the 
afternoon of August 5, 1970, he held a press conference at 
the law office of his attorney Charles R. Garry in San 
Francisco. According to public news sources, during that 
press conference, Newton said the BPP will give a 
declaration to the Paris peace talks in which the BPP will 
commit an undisclosed number of troops to the National 
Liberation Front (NLF) in order to show solidarity and in 
order "to help the Vietnamese people fight the cowardly 
United States aggressor". 


/ On the morning of August 11, 1970, Elsa Knight 

Thompson, Public Affairs Director of Radio Station KPFA-FM, 
Berkeley, California, conducted an interview with Newton. 

The interview was broadcast on Radio Station KPFA-FM at 
8:00 PM, August 11, 1970.

Thompson : Huey, one of the things that you mentioned at 
your press conference which has been widely 
commented on and which you didn't have a change to go into 
in any depth was your suggestion that the Panther Party was 
going to send what you referred to as troops to Vietnam. 

Newton: Yes. We have committed an undisclosed number of 

troops to the Revolutionary Peoples Republic of 
Vietnam to th*» National Liberation Front, the provisional 
government of the South. We offered these troops and in the 
spirit of revolutionary solidarity and we are awaiting a 
response. There has been some indication that the response 
will be favorable; the Vietnamese people and the people of 
the world in general are very impressed and we feel justified 
in committing these troops even though we realize we have 
many problems here, domestic problems. But we feel that 
because the oppressor also has domestic problems and he still 
finds:; time to meddle in other people's business, to slaughter 
people throughout the world, certainly we can find time to 
aid our friends. 

Thompson : The question arises, "What would the status of such 
people be?" I've heard the word, "Wouldn't that be 

treason?" 

Newton : My understanding of treason is when a patriot aids 

the enemy under a condition of declared war and... 

Thompson : Giving aid and comfort to the enemy in a time of 
war. 

Newton : Yes, and the first thing that we view the 

Vietnamese people and certainly the American people 
view the Vietnamese people not as enemies but as friends. 

This has been demonstrated through the many peace mobilizations 
and also that there is a, America has a history of committing 
of troops or American citizens fighting in foreign armies. 
Americans fought in the Spanish Civil War against the fascist 
Franco. There are Americans fighting now in Israel and the 
Israeli Army; there were Americans committed to the Canadian 
Army in World War II; and only at that time the ruling circle 
saw it in their interests not to prosecute or not to change 
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HUEY PERCY NEWTON 


these men with treason. Working from this, we say that it 
doesn't fall under treason because there is no declared war, 
number one. The war is illegal and if they want to charge 
us with treason, we would first have to put the war on trial 
to see if the war is a legal war, and we would be very happy 
to do that. We are willing to make any revolutionary sacri- 
fice necessary in order to advance the interest of the people 
of the world. 

Thompson : In other words, you're not worried about the idea 
that the people who went there might lose their 
citizenship. 

Newton : No, of course not, because the first thing that we 

couldn't be worried about a simple thing such as 
the American citizenship when the brothers who go there might 
lose their lives. So our concern is to see that the fascist 
imperialist is whipped and driven back to his own country and 
we have friends everywhere who can hear the imperialist's 
whip crack, and we view the developing countries of the world 
as the countryside of the world and as one developing country 
becomes free and it advances the freedom of all of us because 
until we choke the imperialist, raw material which he gets from 
the developing country which he rapes and robs from the 
developing country, there will be no chance for liberation at 
home here. In other words, that we see a definite connection 
between our enslavement, our exploitation, and the exploita- 
tion of the Vietnamese people and the people of Cambodia, 
Thailand, Latin America, Asia, and Africa. So we intend not 
only to send troops to Vietnam but eventually we are willing 
to go anywhere in the world where we have comrades. 

On August 12, 1970, SF T-l, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, reported that BPP National 
Headquarters, Oakland, California, has received offers to 
volunteer to fight for the BPP in North Vietnam. The volun- 
teers were told that no such group has been organized as yet 
and that anyone interested in volunteering to goto North 
Vietnam for the BPP will be notified when the BPP is ready to 
accept volunteers^ None of the volunteers gave their 
identities to BPP Headquarters.

According to official newspaper of the Black Panther Party (BPP) , 
the BPP was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and 
the destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, 

BPP Chairman, and KUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," regularly 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in 
its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article 
by the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom every- 
where. Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs 
everywhere." 


The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article in 
whose introduction the following statement was noted: "We will not dissent 
from American government. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San 
Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will kill Richard 
Nixon." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13, 
1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the very direct overthrow of 
the government by way of force and violence." 

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article 
by Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

"The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is.... by taking up arms 
against this government, killing the officials, until the re- 
actionary forces.... are dead, and those that are left turn 
their weapons on their superiors, thereby passing revolutionary 
judgement against the number one enemy of all mankind, the 
racist U.S. government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta Street, Oakland, 
California. Branches of the BPP, and its organizing arm, the National 
Committee to Combat Fascism (NCCF) , have been established in various 
locations in the USA.

The January 14, 1971, issue of "The Daily Pioneer", 
a daily newspaper published at California State College, 

Hayward, California, contained an article announcing that 
Newton would speak in the gymnasium at California State College 
on January 21, 1971, from 1:00 p.m. to 3:00 p.m. The 
honorarium for Newton was shown to be $1,250.00. 

The January 21, 1971, issue of "The Daily Pioneer" 
contained an article that stated that Newton's appearance at 
California State College had been cancelled. According to the 
article Newton answered the request for his appearance at 
California State College at Hayward, California, with the 
stipulation that either armed guards accompany him or there 
would be a search of everyone entering the gymnasium where he 
was to speak. It was stated that Newton said he would refuse 
to appear if his request was not met with agreement. 

The article further reported that the Black Panthers 
received notice from the California State College Administration 
Office that due to a state college ruling no guns are allowed 
on campus. According to the article, a Panther spokesman said 
that if no armed guards were to be present then a metal gun 
detector would have to be used at the door to the gymnasium. 

The Dean of Students, Lyle Edmison, replied that this 
was against the idea of the college being a free and open 
university and a definite "No" was the answer to any frisking 
at the door.

Huey Percy Newton is the Supreme Commander, 
Minister of Defense, and Co-founder of the 
Black Panther Party (BPP) .

LiVS: Can you tell us about the plans to send people to fight in Vietnatp? ; 
NEWTON: Yes, the Black Panther Party, after making the statement — we 
kind of put the cart before the horse, because after making the statement, 
we sent the document, and we should have sent the document first 1 guess 
• — we sent the document to the Provisional Revolutionry Government, also 
to the Paris Peace talks, and to the National Liberation Front, and to the . 
North Vietnamese government. We’re now waiting for a reply. We offered 
troops to the Vietnamese peopie in the spirit of revolutionary solidarity 
and internationalism. On one level ‘his is a friendship gesture, on another 
level it is a very real political act, in the same sense that it will strike at the 
very roots of the war. We expect to be indicted for treason or whatever, out . 
if we are, we welcome this, because then they’ll have to put the war on 1 
trial to find out if the Vietnamese are really the enemy, and the second : 
question that will come up is whether this country has the right to make 1 
war when no war has been declared. These questions will have to be , 
answered if they charge us. Also, this country has a tradition of sending 
troops. There were American troops fighting in Spain, and there were l 
American troops committed in Canada in World War II, so the precedent 1 
has been set for this. We not only will .send troops to Vietnam, but we’ll i, 
send troops to any of our friends who are fighting against imperialism. 

LAIS: Today was the first day you Ve seen Bobby in three years. Could you j 
describe what that was line? { 

NEWTON: Yes, I talked to him in — what was that? — the jury room or a j 
conference room. We talked for about 30 minutes or so. Like all emotional ; 
experiences like that, I could hardly find words to say when I had every • 
thing to tell him. So it was quite an experience. ■; 

LNS: There were some people who were surprised that the Party made ■ 
public statements saying that incidents like Marin would happen more 1 
often. Can you explain that, in terms of public statements? 

. NEWTON: Well, we feel safe in saying that. In the first place, the Party is a •• 
vanguard group, with primary emphasis on radicalizing and educating the \ 

[■ people through practice, activity, and programs which apparently are > 
reform, but in fact are not reform at all. We fee! that any program that • 

' mobilizes the community toward the revolutionary goal no matter what 1 

■ that program is is certainly not a reformist group. A program is only ; 
reformist when it makes slight changes and it also blocks the people from , 
reaching the revolutionary goal, or sets up certain obstacles. Now as far as -j 

• Marin is concerned, and all other actions by the people, tire people have to -3 

■ perform these things. ■ All we can do is set an example, or, through ; 
educating the people cither by illustrations or by lectures or whatever ■ 
way we can get through to the people. But the final task will be the people j 
bearing the burden and changing things. So we can talk about all of those « 
things with immunity, because we know that wc can't do them anyway. : 
you see? We’re probably the most focused upon Party in America at this J 
time, by the wrong people; by the FBI and the CIA and so forth. We can’t j 
indulge in those things. But the people will follow the example, and I j 
thinfc they will, i think , the Marin incident lias a definite relation to the n 
things that have been happening in Latin America and so forth.

They’ve 
been kicked out from it. We think that this class will be the backbone of 
the revolution.

We’re, 
concentrating on the factory work, but not on that old unionismjthing, 
you see, because unionism alone is never a cause lor revolution. You have- 
to take that other step, or its more than likely to have that sectarian thing- 
where each union is trying to get more money and not really interested in! 
transforming anything. So what we’re attempting to do is build a 
revolutionary group from the people there, not the union movement itself 
— to draw people from this in order to really launch a revolutionary 
movement. 

LNS: What kind of reaction did you get to your letter about gay liberation 
and women's liberation? 

' NEWTON: They were very happy that out of all people ... 

LNS: Who was happy? 

NEWTON: Women’s liberation. They were very happy that the Party was- 
attempting to relate to them. Within our party, we’re noCcompleteiy rid 
of male chauvinism, (laughter from people listening to the interview) I ' 
think that we’re trying, that we’re making an honest effort. Women in our 
party can participate on any level and we’re constantly fighting those ' 
bourgeois attitudes of male chauvinism. We arc advancing. We try to keep * 
our ranks open — there are women ministers in the Party. All women are • 
trained just as the men are with the revolutionary tool. It was only because s 
of the sudden necessity at the funeral (of Jonathan Jackson and William j 
Christmas) - the General Committe was thinking we should have some 

women pall bearers, it didn't come off because the funeral was very ; 
tudden and we didn’t p lan it. Bu t at the very next one, we know there will > 
be women pall bearers. At everyTeveliTthink women should be included. - 
(“Right On!” from listeners) . ! 

QUESTION: Well I have a question about that. / was told by several black ,

If the women in our ethnic group have some objective superiority - which 
' is not true really — as heads of the family, it’s a thing we should fight. In : 
other words, if the women are dominating the men as far as the blank is 
concerned, then this is a fight, because we believe in equality of the two. I 
kiljow that throughout our historical experience women have been heaks of; 
the families. You get male chauvinism among blacks as a real problem. .

As a matter of fact, I think our chances ’ 
are so slight until we can call this revolutionary suicide' because it’s a 
fieeaont of choice and we re taking actions to live and to change those 
conditions that are about to kill us. These are the two concepts that i plan 
ifl inio - 1 Pt« n to do a thorough examination of suicide, starling wiin ; 

Durkheim and going through Dr. Herbert Henden who just wrote a book ; 

; called Black Suicide. He contends in the book that just in the last 10 years 
blacks between the ages of 1 9 and 35 , their suicide rate has superceded the 
white suicide, and this is the first time this has happened. Of course, this is 
reactionary suicide, but he doesn’t make this dichotomy between 
reactionary suicide and revolutionary suicide. But I think this needs to be 
, explained, you see. He makes a distinction between why blacks commit^ 

'suicide and why others commit suicide. Of course Indian suicide is higher 
|than any other suicide rate in this country. It’s double the rate of any . 
other group. I 

Blacks commit suicide time and time again, the highest percentage 
because, according to Dr. Henden, of a loss of a lover. I think it’s fair to 
say because of a loss of love. While whites commit suicide, the biggest 
1 percentage, because of a loss of prestige or some material thing, and status 
in :he group, and so forth. This shows first that blacks don t have the 
sta .ns and the profession in the first place, you see, so the onion skin has 
ban stripped away until when we lose each other, we commit suicide. I 
think this is sort of symbolic, it shows that we’re being destroyed, tout it 
also shows a redemption, because in the new world people will only jive to 
love each other anyway, you see? So I’m contending that the thiqg that - 
sustains the revolutionist is the love that he has for the people, and this . 
motivates him to try to destroy all those things that have stripped ; 
everything else away. So it’s a destruction and a redemption. I plan to go 
mto that in a thorough way in the book. 
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The "Liberated Guardian" (LG) was 
created through active and violent 
dissent against the politics and 
policies of the "Guardian". Its 
major aims were to produce a "more 
revolutionary" paper and to operate 
collectively within. The political 
position of the LG is by design loose, 
attempting to appeal to and organize 
the majority in the New Left, and less 
committed, who are not closely involved 
with such factions as the Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) or Weatherman faction 
of SDS. The overall nature of the LG 
which appeared in the June 28, 1970 
issue entitled, "N.Y.C. Police Head- 
quarters Bombed." This article which 
praises and encourages the Weatherman 
strategy and tactics of bombing, but 
does not deal with or promote Weatherman 
politics, and formulates a three-point 
program for building the movement, was 
written "by a member of the collective", 
which means that the entire staff 
reached unanimous agreement regarding 
the article's content. The LG is in the 
process of moving to 14 Cooper Square, 
third floor. New York City, where the 
office is being rehabilitated and most 
of the equipment has been transferred. 
The staff collective does not live in 
a communal setting and there is no 
known connection between the LG and 
foreign or domestic subversive elements.

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BLACK PANTHER PARTY, aka 
Black Panther Party for 
Self Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 

It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and 
Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, 
which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People’s 
Republic of China and feature MAO’s statement that "political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have 
been established at various locations throughout the United 
States .

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 
known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to 
create a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from 
involvement in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam 
war position to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist 
line linking up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America with the black liberation movement in the 
United States. All major factions within SDS embrace 
Marxism-Leninism and identify internationally with China, 

Cuba and North Vietnam as countries leading the worldwide 
struggles against the United States. However, the Soviet 
Union was regarded as imperialist and with the Communist 
Party, United States of America, "revisionist" in nature. 

SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December, 1969. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions de- 
veloped during 1968-1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June, 1969, NC : 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA) , and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) . The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some alligned with one 
ox' the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely 
and changed names. 

The SDS national office in recent years was located 
at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. It was closed 
in February, 1970. 

The Weatherman and RYM groups no longer consider 
themselves associated with SDS, and the WSA group refers to 
itself as the true; SDS. 
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PROGRESSIVE' LABOR PARTY 


"The New York Times" city edition, Tuesday, 
April 20, 1965, page 27, reported that a new party of 
"revolutionary socialism" was formally founded on 
April 18, 1965, under the name of the Progressive Labor 
Party (PLP) which had been known as the Progressive Labor 
Movement . 


According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by MILTON ROSEN and MORTIMER 
SCHEER after they were expelled from the Communist Party 
of the United States for assertedly following the Chinese 
Communist line." 

A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP 
held its Second National Convention in New York City, 

May 31 to June 2, 1968, at which time the PLP reasserted 
its objective of the establishment of a militant working 
class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 

The source also advised that at the Second 
National Convention MILTON ROSEN was unanimously re-elected 
National Chairman of the PLP and LEVI LAUB, FRED JEROME, 
JARED ISRAEL, WILLIAM EPTON , JACOB ROSEN, JEFFREY GORDON, 
and WALTER LINDER were elected as the National Committee 
to lead the PLP until the next convention. 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly 
magazine, and "Challenge-Desafio, " a monthly newspaper. 

Source advised on May 25, 1970, that the PLP 
utilizes an address of General Post Office Box 808, 

Brooklyn, New York, and also utilizes an office in Room 
617, 1 Union Square West, New York, New York. 
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REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 

A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II (RYM II) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia, 
from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) , characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as separate 
and distinct in form and content from SDS. The "Principles of 
Unity" adopted by the conference included a struggle against 
white supremacy and male supremacy; fights against imperialism, 
anticommunism, fascism and oppression of youth; and support of 
the right of self-determination of all "oppressed nations," also 
support of the right of all "oppressed and exploited" peoples 
"to armed self-defense." It was agreed that RYM would not be a 
Marxist-Leninist organization; however, source said this was 
decided in order to indicate an organization broad enough in 
form to be acceptable to everyone. A temporary National 
Steering Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males 
was elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 

RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, both 
Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that the NO 
has no office space but would probably be considered as located 
at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atlanta. 

Second source advised that women dominated the founding 
conference and have continued to dominate NSC meetings to the 
point that "women's liberation" has apparently become the RYM's 
principal issue - also that RYM's poor financial condition has 
resulted in its failure to publish a paper. During early 1970, 
RYM has decided to cater to the working class rather than youth, 
since the potential for social revolution lies in workers. 

A third source has stated that it was decided at the 
March, 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided the organi- 
zation will be molded into a "working class, Marxist-Leninist, 
revolutionary, anti-imperialist, pro-black nationalist, 
people's women's liberation organization." 





Initially called the "Action Faction," Weatherman 
: caroe into tel no Ironed lately before the June, 1969 Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC) . At 
this NC Weatherman won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) in 
Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national, records.. 
Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, Weatherman 
for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally from June, 

1969, until its NO closed in February, 1970. At this time it 
no longer considered itself part of SDS. 

The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological paper 
prepared by its leaders entitled, "You Don't Need a Weatherman 
to Know Which Way the Wind Blows," ("New Left Notes," June 18, 
1969). This statement outlined the basic stance of Weatherman: 
Marxist-Leninist in content but with strong advocacy that action 
not theory would bring about revolution in the United States. 

This posture was complemented with an international identification 
to the Cuban revolution and CASTRO's statement that the duty of 
a revolutionary ia to make revolution. 

During October, 1969, Weatherman riots in Chicago 
resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action and related 
charges. A program of armed struggle was finalized during a 
December, 1969, "War Council" wherein terrorist tactics and 
political assassination were contemplated. The basic strength 
of Weatherman was then revealed to be some 300-350 nationally 
and geographically apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and 
some Northwest.

A source advised during August, 1969, that at 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois, during June, 1969, 
a split arose between the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO) , the NO becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction. The PLP faction drew the largest 
support among those in attendance at the NO. 

Source further advised that during late Summer, 

1969, the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-type 
building at 173-A Massachusetts Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
a worker student alliance or a campus worker student alliance. 
Thus, they adopted the names of Worker Student Alliance (WSA) 
or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 

Source stated that the "New Left Notes," printed 
in New York City, is the official publication of the WSA 
faction. 

A second source advised during January, 1970, that 
within the SDS, the WSA is a caucus of which the PLP consti- 
tutes the leadership. 

A third source advised during July, 1970, that 
during demonstrations staged in the Boston area during the 
Spring and Summer of 1970 by the NH, the main theme of 
previous demonstrations staged by the NH shifted from 
protestations of the Vietnam War and other United States 
foreign policy matters to attacking domestic issues such 
as racism and unemployment and demonstrating support of

According to the official newspaper of the BPP, the 
BPP was started during December 1966, in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, revolt 
everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 

Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article introduce 
with the following statement: "We will not dissent from American govern- 
ment. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San Francisco 
Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will kill Richard Nixon." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13, 1969, 
was quoted as follows: "We advocate the very direct overthrow of the 
government by way of force and violence." 

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article by 
Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

"The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is... by taking up 
arms against this government, killing the officials, until 
the reactionary forces... are dead, and those that are left 
turn their weapons on their superiors, thereby passing 
revolutionary judgement against the number one enemy of all 
mankind, the racist U.S. government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta Street, Oakland, 
California. Branches of the BPP, and Committees to Combat Fascism, under 
control of the BPP, have been established in various locations in the USA.

According to the official newspaper of the Black Panther Party (BPP) , 
the BPP was started in December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, politics, 
and the destiny of the black community. It was organized by Bobby G. 
Seale, BPP Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther,” regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community ai'e urged to arm themselves against the police 
who are consistently referred to as “pigs” who should be killed.. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, George Murray. This article ended with 
the following: 

’’Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere* Dynamite!

David Hilliard, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San Francisco 
Polo Field on November 15, 1969, s:aid: ”We will kill Richard Nixon.” 

David Hilliard, in “The New York Times,” issue of December 13, 1969, was 
quoted as follows: ”We advocate the very direct overthrow of the gover 
ir.ent by way of force and violence.” In the issue of April 25, 1970, the 
BPP newspaper had an article by Minister of Culture, Emory Douglas, as 
follows; 

”T'he only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is..... by taking up arms against 
this government, killing the officials, until the reactionary forces... 
are dead, and those that are left turn, their weapons on their superior 
thereby passing revolutionary judgement against the number one enemy o 
all mankind, the racist U.S. government.”

W hat happened 
to tpe atom V it was transformed. In 
the social world the same thing happens, 
sor a similar thing. We can apply the 
Same principle. In sociology, when two 
cultures collide a process occurs or a 
condition occurs which I believe the 
sociologists call acculturation, where 
two cultures are modified because of 
i ontact . Well Marx called the social 
J orces, when the social forces collided, 
or classes, he called that a contra- 
diction. In the physical world, when 
physical forces collide sometimes we 
call it just that, a collision. For ex- 
ample, when two cars meet head on, 
trying to occupy the same space at the 
sa me tim e » both are transformed. 
Sometimes other things happen. Matter 


of fact, had those two cars been turned, 
back to back and sped off in opposite 
directions, they would not be having a 
contradiction, they would be contrarl, 
covering different spaces qt- different' 
times. Sometimes when people meet, 
we argue and we miss each other. We 
miss each other because, in the first 
Place , we think we* re having a contra- 
diction when we* re only being contrary. 
For example, I would say the wall is 
ten feet tall and you would say the 
wall is red, and we would argue all 
day thinking we* re having a con- 
tradiction when actually we*re being 
contrary. When people argue, when one 
offers a thesis arid the other offers 
an antithesis, we say there* s a contra- 
diction, and we hope that if we argue 
long enough, provided that we agree on 
one fir st premise, that probably we hope 
that we can have some kind of synthesis.

words, while one force, may give ri$e 
to one thing, it might crush other things 
or even itself. In other words, we might 
have a concept we call the negation bf 
the negation. Meaning, we might say 
that while in 1917 the ruling circle' 
created an industrial base and usedthe 1 ’ 
system of capitalism they were also 
creating the necessary conditions for 
socialism . They were doing this be- 
cause it is necessary in order to have 
a socialist society to have some cen- 
tralization of the wealth, we would have 
to have some equal distribution of the 
wealth, we would have to have some 
harmony between the people . 

First I will roughly give you som3 
characteristics that any people who ca l 
themselves a nation should have. These 
are economic independence, cultural 
determination, control of the political 
institutions, territorial integrity and 
safety . 

In 1966, we called ourselves , that is, 
the Party, a Black nationalist Party. 
We called ourselves Black nationalists 
because we thought that nationhood was 
the answer. Shortly after that we de- 
cided that what was really needed was 
revolutionary nationalism, that is, na- 
tionalism plus socialism. After an- 
alyzing the phenomena a little mork, 
we found that it was impractical and 
even a contradiction. So, therefore, we 
went to a higher level of consciousness. 
We saw that in order to be free— 
and this is what we really want , to 
be fxe&a* -zoe thought the Tiatign-wquld 
make us free — we saw that in order 
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to be free we had to crush th e rulin g 
circle "and, therefore , we had to unite 
with the peoples of the world , so we 
called ourselves Internationalists, We 
sought solidarity with the peoples of 
me world , We sought solidarity with 
vo fat we thought were the nations of the 
world. But then what happened? We 
found that because everything* $ in a 
constant state of transformation arid * 
that because of the development of 
technology , because of the development 
of the mass media , because of the fire 
power of the imperialist , because of 
the fact that the United States is no 
longer a nation but an empire, that 
nationhood did not exist , because they 
aid not have the criteria for nation- 
hood, Because their self-determination 
was destroyed , because their economic 
determination uxis destroyed , because 
their cultural determination was trans- 
formed — and I would like for you to 
strike “destroyed'* , I would like for 
you to put in “transformed*’. Excuse 
me— all of th e natio ns were trans- 
formed at the hands of the imperialism 
and the ruling circle in the interests 
pf the imperialists.

greater structure that we usually call 
the state and the state has certain 
Aontrol over the community , It also 
serves the community if the adminis- 
tration represents the people or if the 

administration happens to be the pet - 
pie’s commissar , It’s not so at this 

time, so there’s still something to be 
done, I spoke earlier about the ne- 
gation of the negation . I spoke earlier : 
about the fact of redistribution of 
wealth , We think that it’s very im- 
portant to know that in the world today •. 
that socialism in the United States 
will jLemac exist , Why? It will not exist 
because it cannot exist , Also I would 


sav r s ocialis m, cannot at this time^extst • 
any place in the world. Because social- 
ism would require a socialist states 
and if state does not exist how could 
socialism exist? So how do we define 
certain progressive countries such as 
the People’s Republic of China? How 
do we describe certain progressive 
countries, or communities as we call 
them, as the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea? How do we define 
certain communities as North Vietnam 
and the Provisional Government in the 
South? How do we explain these com- 
munities, if in fact they too canW 
claim nationhood. We say this: we spy 
they represent the people’s liberated 
territory , They represent a community 
liberated , But that community is not 
sufficient , it is not satisfied, just as 
the National Liberation Front is not 
satisfied with the liberated te rritory in 
the South, It is only ground for pre- 
paration for the liberation of the world , 
seizing of the wealth from the ruling 
circle and equal distribution and pro- 
portional representation in an inter- 
communal framework. This is what the 
Black Panther Party would like to 
achieve with the help of the power bf 
the people because without the people 
nothing can be achieved. 


I stated that in the United States 
socialism would never exist , I say that 
in o rder f or a revolution to occur m 
the United States, you would have to 
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have a redistribution of w ealth n ot on 
a national level , but an international 
-level , not on an international level, but 
on an inter communal level, and this is 
because how can we. say that we have 
accomplished revolution and re- 
distribute the wealth just to the people 
here in North America when the ruling, 
circle itself is guilty of trespass de 
bonas as per tadas . That is, they’ve 
taken away the goods of the people of 
the world, transported them to 
America , and used them as their ve\"y 
own . That is a tort .

On January 30, 1971, NH T-l advised that HUEY 
P. NEWTON spoke at Lee High School, Church Street, New 
Haven, Connecticut, on that date. This speech was in 
conjunction with a Black Panther Party sponsored meeting 
for concerned citizens at that high school. 

HUEY P. NEWTON is the self-proclaimed 
supreme commander of the Black Panther 
Party . 

A characterization of the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) is contained in the Appendix 
of this communication. 

NH T-l advised as follows concerning activities 
at Lee High School on January 30, 1971. Prior to 
NEWTON’s speech, Attorney CHARLES GARRY addressed a 
full house audience of 1100 persons and presented a 
short talk regarding BOBBY SEALE. 

CHARLES GARRY is the self-proclaimed 

BPP chief defense counsel , who is 

defending BOBBY SEALE and

BOBBY SEALE is the self-proclaimed 
national chairman of the BPP and is 
presently standing trial in New Haven 
on charges stemming from the torture- 
murder of alleged police informant, 

ALEX RACKLEY in Connecticut during 
May, 1969. 

During his talk, GARRY stated that a double 
standard of justice exists in the United States, one 
for the rich white class and one for poor blacks. 
GARRY described the sy stem of justice in the United 
States as ’’lynching". Im mediately following the 
remarks by CHARLES GARRY r I I 

addressed this gathering and spoke briefly of the 
newly established BPP Free Medical Clinic at 27 
Dixwell Avenue, New Haven. She further stated that 
the BPP was constantly in need of additional revenue 
and urged all in attendance to donate monies to the 
BPP.

After brief comments, NEWTON addressed 

this group by stating that his purpose in coming to 
New Haven was to free BOBBY SEALE and

NEWTON’s speech dealt with BPP ideology and 
the need for freeing all ’’political prisoners". 

NEWTON described "political prisoners" as being all 
persons who were in jails in the United States on 
charges resulting from their anti-Governiaent activities. 
In regard to the trial of SEALE and HUGGXNS, NEWTON 
stated, "Is it not your obligation and right to do 
everything necessary to stop the murder of BOBBY SEALE? 

If the law says that BOBBY and ERICKA should face the 
electric chair then the people ,-hould accept that but 
I say the people should not accept that like they did 
not do in my case. The law is bound to make mistakes 
and people should be allowed to correct the laws. 

BPP members are true and non-violent people who must 
preserve and defend themselves and not let occur the 
murder of BOBBY SEALE and ERICKA HUGGINS." 

"We may not see the fruits of our revolution 
in our lifetime but we will go on struggling while the 
tanks roll up to our door. We have only two alternatives- 
reactionary suicide and revolutionary suicide. We 
prefer the latter. Men should not serve laws, but laws 
should serve men. There is no law which says a man 
should give up his life without a struggle. The ten 
point program is not a revolutionary program, but rather 
a survival program which includes a free breakfast 
program and a program where kids can get free shoes. We 
must provide the young with strong bodies and strong minds 
and teach them the truth about this society." 

NEWTON also quoted ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, stating 
we will level the earth if v/e do not get our manhood. 

He stated that a man must make a covenant with death. 

The reactionary system seeks to solve problems through 
murder, legal or otherwise. A man who has been executed 
cannot have his grievance redressed. There is no law we

must respect. The state has a covenant with death 
and solutions are based on violence while they preach 
non-violence. Life cannot be taken away by gradual 
processes also; example, denial of medical care, 
unemployment, etc. The BPP would rather be kicked 
out with a stick rather than swept out with a broom 
because the broom is humiliating. We will not bow 
to the stick or the gun. The BPP wishes for a time 
when the gun will not be needed. A time of life, 
harmony, peace and order. 

Concerning prisons, NEWTON stated, "No law 
can justify the kind of prisons we have here. No law 
can justify the death penalty. Reactionary suicide 
is a reactionary tactic. Our obligation is to preserve 
our lives by any means necessary as well as by standing 
in front of a tank. The BPP spits on the tank to 
show contempt. Revolutionary suicide attempts to 
destroy the tank. We attempt to bring an end to the 
causes of danger and provocation. 

"Individually we do not know if we will see 
the fruits of the struggle, but we know the people will 
survive. He stated that there are really only two 
alternat ives-reactionary suicide and revolutionary 
suicide. The BPP chooses revolutionary suicide because 
we are dying every day. When law does not serve the 
people it should not be recognized. If BOBBY and 
ERICKA stay bound up tight, we will pull back the 
switch and there will be no more light. Our goal is 
education, so there will be no more racism or war. We 
are diminished when we have to take lives. We are 
all 'homo sapiens', all of the same species. We 
cannot work out new value systems given the current 
power circle. We must be ready to take life to break 
the power and we call upon you to help us. The whole

HUEY P. NEWTON 


On February 3, 1971, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised he had learned 
that Huey P. Newton, Supreme Commander of the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) , was scheduled to be in the Chicago, 
Illinois, area on February 19 through 21, 1971. 

The BPP is described on the appendix pages 
attached hereto. 


The source added that Newton was scheduled to 
speak at the University of Wisconsin, Madison, Wisconsin, 
on February 20, 1971, and that he was also scheduled for 
a speaking engagement at Illinois State University (ISU), 
Normal, Illinois, on either February 19 or 21, 1971. The 
source indicated that there was a possibility that the 
appearance at ISU might be canceled as a dispute had arisen 
concerning the contract signed for Newton's appearance at 
that institution. In that regard, the source learned that 
some unknown individuals in Normal had apparently diverted 
funds allocated for the appearance of Newton at ISU to their 
own use. 

The source added that as of February 3, 1971, 
no information had developed concerning the appearance of 
Newton in the immediate Chicago, Illinois, area.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP), 

Also known as 

Black Panther Party for Self Defense 


According to the official newspaper of the BPP, 
the BPP was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 

California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 

It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. 
NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, 
had an article by the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. 
This article ended with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons 

of America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. 

The only culture worth keeping is revolutionary 

culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 

Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill 

the pigs everywhere." 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an 
article introduced with the following statement: "We will 
not dissent from American government. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Cnief of Staff, BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said 

"We will kill RICHARD NIXON." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of 
December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the very 
direct overthrow of the government by way of force and violence."

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper 
had an article by Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

"The only way to make this racist U.S. 

Government administer justice to the 
people it is oppressing, is... by taking 
up arms against this government, killing 
the officials, until the reactionary 
forces... are dead, and those that are 
left turn their weapons on their superiors, 
thereby passing revolutionary judgment 
against the number one enemy of all mankind, 
the racist U.S. Government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta 
Street, Oakland, California. Branches of the BPP, and Committees 
to Combat Fascism, under control of the BPP, have been 
established in various locations in the USA.

Source advised that NEWTON spoke before 
approximately 1200 people, predominately Yale students. 
NEWTON expounded on his Panther Philosophy and discussed 
revolutionary in ter communal ism.

•- On February 1, 1971, a second- source furnished 

'the following summary statements made by HUEY.P, NEWTON 
at his speech of Woolsey Hall, Yale University, January 
31, 1971: 

NEWTON began by thanking those present for freeing, 
him from prison and said he was here to free BOBBY SEALE 
and I l as well as LONNIE MC LUCAS . He called 

for the freeing of all political prisoners. He stated 
that- we must change our revolutionary attitudes - put them 
into practice. He assured the audience that BOBBY would 
be freed by |’whatever means necessary.” He stated that 
the BPF is against the death penalty. The "racist reactionaries 
can make no law that the people are bound to respect." 

He stated that contrary to public opinion, the BPP does 
have an ideology. He quoted MALCOLM X by stating "Watch 
in the halls of justice - injustice is being done." He 
paraphrased that quotation by stating, "Watch in the halls 
of education - miseducation is being done." NEWTON dis- 
cussed materialism and various philosophical theories such 
as "Kant’s Rational Method of Solution." He also discussed 
WILLIAM JAMES’ pragmatism. He discussed- MARX and ENGELS 
and dialectical materialism. At times his pronunciation 
was erroneous and logic completely incorrect. Many of the 
approximately one thousand persons present appeared un- 
impressed. He criticized the united States and its capitalism 
and imperialism a.nd stated that the United States Govern- 
ment exploits its people. The United States has gone from 
a colonial to a neo-colonial system and has now reached a 
reactionary intercommunalism. The BPP’s ideology calls for 
a revolutionary intercommunalism. He discussed also minority 
cultures and stated that the Black Culture had been "raped." 

He said there does not exist a war anywhere in the world 
today but merely police actions. He added that the people 
will have power. He also stated that Black Cap italism 
cannot exist. He also quoted Freud, Hegel, and | 

He advocated a theory of "essential mis- 
cegenation." He criticized FKUED, JUNG, and HEGEL as 
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having made mistakes concerning man’s essential motivation. 

He discussed the Lumpen Proletariat and defined it as the 
unemployed minority. He stated that as unemployment in- 
creases, the Lumpen will become the majority and hence the 
people will take power. NEWTON’s speech lasted for approx- 
imately one hour and ten minutes. Near the end he was 
interrupted by a bodyguard wh o^n^sed Mm a note' which 
appeared to be sent by CHARLHS^GARRY (this note may have C&h )0 

told him to bring his speech to a "close, which he did). 

NEY/TON concluded by stating "we vail pull the capitalists 
down lightly. Even the capitalist was not born of a 
stone - he has relatives also." There followed NEWTON's 
speech a question and answer period in which three questions 
were asked. NEWTON was asked to : 

1) Comment on the trend toward Y/estern culture 

2) On the anti-semitic nature of the BPP 

3) Y/hether or not Russia was a socialist country 

* NEY/TON answered all three questions by avoiding 

the questions and going off on a separate tirade. 

Source further advised that NEWTON arrived 
approximately tv/o hours late for his speech. He was 
dressed in a full length beige topcoat and carried a short 
black baton with a silver head which he used for emphasis 
during his speech. He appeared to be extremely satisfied 
with himself; ho wever, his delivery was poor and many of 
the spectators appeared bored by what he was saying. Som cO 
stated that approximately half of the people there appeared 
to have paid the two dollar entrance fee; however, several 
had free passes and were allowed to enter without paying. 

There were no unusual incidents; however, one older pro- 
fessor refused to be searched at the door and was sent 
away. NEY/TON arrived by the rear door and departed by 
same since it is a short walk to Trumbull College where 
he is staying.

There may be , cases vyhere i 
searches -sudb_as these seem 
perfectly reasonable and 
justifiable. The possible justice of 
the namst minimal act of

. question here. But very much at 
issue istthe obligation encumbent 
upon everyone to question the 
slightest abridgement of total 
liberty.. There is a very real 
danger (that freedom-loving men 
might succumb to an attitude of 
: complacence in the face of 
freecTiOsm -consuming cir- 
i cumstance, however un- 
1 derstaamdable or seemingly 
1 legitimate it appears to be at the 
i time. 

No Reasons Given 
Neit&er Newton nor the Pan- 
thers feave at any time explained 
the reasons for the presence of 
bodyguards around their 
speakers, or for their new policy 
of frisking before a major 
i Panther forum. This indicates a 
contra«diciton between the 
Panther theoretical abhorrence 
of bureaucratic violence and the 
; group”s own law-and-ordcr 
' syndrome. Accompanied by 
; official silence on the matter, the 
I contradiction opens the Panthers 
1 up to tihe charge of being ar- 
i bitrary in their decisions. 

The lack of any complete 
reconciliation between theory 
and adticn on the principles and 
motives behind Panther activity 
was apparent in one portion of 
Newton’s Sunday night talk on 
the revamped Panther ideology. 

After answering a few 
questions, fulfilling ‘ ‘the 
obligation of- any leader,” 
Newton was about to leave when 
he returned to the podium, field 
marshal’s baton in hand, and said 
a few words on the need for action 
to male any sort of theory come 
alive- “‘I don’t believe in spirits 
revolting,” he said, alluding to 
the genocide of minority groups 
here and of underdeveloped 
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groups abroad., 

He went on, “I n the course of 
the revolution we’re going to 
have to hurt some people. We’re 
going to have to hurt our 
brothers and we’re going to have 
to hurt our enemies. 

“But we must hurt with love.” 

Newton’s Point 

There was some applause as he 
said this, perhaps because of 
some measure of relief. Newton’s 
' point was that if one is going to 
create a single, just, -world 
j society built on a single principle 
of love he must-as long as “wars 
are ended through wars”-win 
that victory fighting with love. 

Newton was not thinking of an 
ideal golden rule, but rather “do 
not do unto others as they do not 
do unto you.” The rule is 
eminently realistic, though 
possibly contrary to chemistry: 
One must fight fire with fire. But 
is it realistic to think that such 
action can ever be accompanied 
by any sort of love diametrically 
opposed to the very means being 
used? 

1 The statement is reminiscent 
of Montesquieu’s optimism in the 
Spirit of the Laws. “The right of . 
I war,” he wrote, “is derived from 
necessity and strict justice. If , 
those who direct the conscience 
or councils of princes. . .proceed 
on arbitrary principles of glory, 
convenience, and utility, torrents 
of blood must overspread the 
earth.” Men have yet to invent a 
bloodless war and it seems less 
than naive to suppose that one 
can “wage a sporting fight, 
however just the cause. 

” Lack of Confidence 

Newton showed the same lack 
of confidence that a year ago 
characterized a theory different 
from his new Leninist in- 
tercommunalism, especially in 
trying to explain the theory in 
terms of a short history of 
philosophy (which a friend of his 
purportedly told him was un- 
necessarily anal compulsive). As 
it stands, the Panther ideology is 
in need of a serious reconciliation 
between theory and action if it is 
to be consistent in its professions 
of justice and love, which are 
assigned the heart of its 
philosophy. 

Meanwhile, the Panthers must 
demonstrate that their currently 
, regimented action is truly called 
for and not a danger, to the 
freedom of Panthers and non- 
Panthcrs alike.

1968, page 15, reported that a national organization under 
the name of the New University Conference had been formed 
"to promote radical causes within and outside the 
university." According to the article, NUC grew out of a 
meeting of 350 young academicians in Chicago during March, 
1968. 

A pamphlet distributed by NUC during March, 1970, 
states that many of its members are junior faculty and 
graduate students who were active in the student movement 
of the sixties. The pamphlet states that NUC was formed 
so that its members might "continue waging the collective 
fight for liberation from American capitalism, racism, 
imperialism and male supremacy." NUC will, according to 
the pamphlet, "create universities which export radical 
graduates, radical opinion and the radical example of its 
internal democracy."

dancing is concerned, we ask the question why is there 
dancing and singing in the slave' s quarters. A mar. who dies 
a natural- -a slave who dies a natural death will not balance 
two dead flies on the scales of eternity. 

Ua realise that as far as wa s re concerned many 
people ask the question what- -why does the Black Panther Party 
suffer such repression and still exist. Ue exists number one, 
because we’ re revolutionists. Humber two , that we will 
go on doing what we have to do because we realize that all-- 
dee'ch cones to everyone. T-Je realize that death comes to 
everyone and we never get out of life alive. So since that is the 
case, we must understand that since death comes to everyone that 
we will- -we do realize that it varies in its significance. To 
die for the reactionary races is lighter than a feather. But 
to die for the revolution is heavier than Mount lyes (phonetic) . 

That--so tonight what I would like to say is what we 
really should do is concentrate less upon rhetoric, concentrate 
less upon rhetoric and put a real program in effect. Start in 
y.. _r own home town; start in Stockton. You see. But when you 
put these programs into effect make very sure that the community 
controls the program. It should be an autonomous program. That 



whatever funds that you need, whatever funds that you get, make 
sure there' s no strings attached. And when I say no strings 
attached, I'm speaking specifically of the strings attached 
to the poverty purse. This purse is control by the United States 
Government and the United States Government has proven itself to 
be the enemy of not only the people in this country but the 
people in the world. Black people in this country — our only 
salvation has been the creation of a socialist society. This 
might not be the most popular view but it' s the real view and 
the Black Panther Party is not running for a popularity contest. 
Sc we* re going to tell the truth about it no matter what kind 
of fedbaclc we get. What we' d like to see even if we get fedback. 
We welcome that because in that dialectical argument maybe some 
of us will learn something. That is, those of us whose minds 
are not locked in cold storage. 

To give you a little run-down on why the Black Panther 
Party chose- -why the Blade Panther Party decided that socialism 
is the only way to salvation for blades in particular and for 
the people of the world in general. I'd like to start out with 
something you know a little about probably, probably very much, 

■* .. the American War of National Liberation. Notice I don 3 t call 

19 3 




it a revolution because revolutions always result in a 
society. Wars of national liberation might result in anything. 

In 1777 when this country fought one of the greatest 
powers in the world- -I imagine they fought one of the greatest 
powers in the world- -they didn' t worry at that time of the power 
of England. They didn 1 t worry about the fact that the English 
pc bragged and said that the sun never set upon their doman. 
They didn 1 t worry about this because they had made it quite 
clear ‘that they would rather die than to live in bondage, than 
live subject to the will of a foreign power. ^America at that 
time was a colony, an English colony, and it fought England for 
its self-determination and for its freedom. In many ways it was 
a civil rights fight because the fight was initiated by taxation 
without representation. Isn* t that a very familiar sound--taxa- 
tion without representation. That- -what s peculiar about it is 
black people are still fighting that same fight of 1776. You 
see, we're still... vie 1 re still fighting many places to vote, 
to vote and because we' re taxed there and ttfe' re not represented. 
*.s a (unintelligible) , this happens in the North as well as the 
Sc~th but only in the North they use other means and in the South 
they tell us that we can 1 1 go to vote. In the North th<y use- 




they give us a set of alternatives that 8 s really no alternative. 

They give us a choice -between the Democratic Party and the cq^pa^NT 
Republican Party, and we know that these two parties are all 
members of the international confederation of thieves. I 

And at any rate I've jumped ahead of myself as I 

V 

usually do. Please bear with me; I kind of jumped around. 

But I was explaining why the 31ack Panther Party 
realised- -became conscious that socialism was the only way for 
blacks in paticular and oppressed people in general. After the 
United States broke awayf rom England, it established what we 
sometimes call, the party sometimes called, democratic capitalism-- 
democratic capitalism for white people, slavery for black people. 

Ids called it democratic capitalism at that time, 1777, because 
tha--capitaiism was based upon free competition. One farmer 
could compete against the other and whatever his ambitions, how 
much ambition he had, that* s how much wealth that he would have. 

That there was much land, the economy was not mature and one could 

i 

compete against the other fellow. Of course, this very system 
laid the foundation for the monster of exploitation and repres- 


sion am: 


me nave today. But at that time perhaps we can make a 


case for democratic capitalist.. For white people this x*as a very - -

it was somewhat a free and democratic system because everyone 
could compete in the system. Host people could compete. So, s. 
as time vent along that some people had more ambition than " / 

i 1 

others and some were more less scrupulous and more treacherous 
than the other fellow and they ended up with a bounty. In other 
words, they ended up with the wealth and more times than not it 
was because of the latter, because of the treachery than because 
of the ambition. So, anyway, you had people coming into wealth 
such as the ROCKEFELLERS and through the railroads and so forth 
and the FORDs and so forth. So, the point that I'm attempting to 
make is that at this time that the people could compete. But 
after the economy became mature and after industrialism happened 
in the North, as a result of slavery in the South, they gave the 
land owners, the white land owners, enough surplus profits to 
invest in a northern market. That soon we had a mature economy, 
and after the maturity of the economy, it became difficult for 
peop le to compete against each other. 

Now at that same time, say 1865, Emancipation Proclamation, 
we blades got our so called freedom. We got our so called freedom. 
2ut we really didn' t get freedom; not even freedom to participate 
for a short length of time in an economy that was still not 
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.:„:ure. l/e could have gotten freedom- -we could have gotten this 
freedom if the Freedman* s Bureau had been honest, if they had 
been sincere. But we know that America has never been sincere 
to blade people. So a man by the name of THADDEUS STEVENS--""" 
THADDEUS STEVENS spoke out and said that the only way blacks 
are going to be free after the emancipation is to have the land 
distributed to them- -twenty acres and a mule. This never happened; 
this is an overdue debt, and if this had happened blade people 
still got to be free today but then we would have a proportional -- 
would be proportionally represented in ail of the classes. In 
other words, that we would have as many — we would have percentage 
wise as many black people who were tied up in the international 
conspiracy to rip up the world as we do white people. We would 
also have as many--there would be as many proportionally speak- 
ing- -we would have as many blacks at the lower echelon, at the 
poverty level, as we \$ould--we \Jould have as many whites as 
blacks as many Indians and Chinese and so forth. You would have 
a proportional representation in all the classes then. 

But still that* s not the goal that Black Panther Party 
and the people who are struggling for freedom across the world 
are interested in. lie* re interested in freedom, but we* re inter- 
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ested in fair play and an equal amount of distribution of wealth 


that the people produced to everyone. So would not have —

I' 11 answer the question. Right now we haVe a disproportional 
representation of blacks on the lower echelon of our social i 
stratification. That we have black people--80% of South black 
people are at the very lowest classes. When I say lowest 
classes I meant nothing derogatory because I realize that poverty 
is not nice and poverty of man can attain the end of nobility 
of his soul. But no so in begging for a beggar-* s not driven 
out of society itfith a stick. He's swept out with a broom making 
it as humiliating as possible, and why not because a beggar first 
humiliates himself. So all I'm doing is defining the situation. 
Thar we blacks are at the lowest echelon of the pit at this time 
ana if s because of the lack of- -because the Freedman* s Bureau 
did: not give us the land and mules we worked for. So how do we 
deal with this? 

now as the society became mature and not only mature 
but overdeveloped, it put everyone out of the game. We wound 
up with a small few men at the top of the mountain, and these 
few men represent again the big national corporations that I 


juqt mentioned are the 76 companies. Now, that when people 
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found that they couldn't even compete with each other anymore, 
so ’.'hat did they do. There was no sense in investing in a 

dying economy, an economy already developed and overexpanded, 

. ! 

so ohay looked to the Third World. They looked to the Third 

World to invest the money that they had ripped off and so 
invested money in countries such as Latin America, Asia and 
Africa, and this was a new market where they would take the 
raw materials, where they would build factories in order to 
work the people for nothing practically or else bring the raw 
materials back home to feed to their monsters that- -their 
monster machines that' s polluting the air of this country and 
also polluting the air of the world because again they’re not 
concerned about the people. Mow when people found out that they 
ec — d not compete against the American capitalists--they could 
not compete against that small ruling circle because you had 
no longer democratic capitalism. You had monopolistic capitalism, 
and this is what we have now. But we get some babbling idiots 
seen as MIXON who says blade people should subscribe to and strive 
for black capitalism. He \jants it so they can invest in the 
mainstream of the economy . But yet we notice that white people 
are investing in Africa and Asia. They’re investing in Africa 
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and Asia in order to reap it all. But they're not investing 
in the American economy, and we're saying that we will not be 
duped. Ue know that NIXON' s program hasn 1 t worked, not because-- 

I i ii 1 i | if 

not only because he* s not interested in it but there' s certain 
inherent difficulties in putting that in effect. You can* t 
invest in an economy that' s already overexpanded because 
there 1 s nothing there. There* s no profit to be made. 

So we realize that blacks cannot- -and v;e‘ re- -we 
blacks and poor people in general cannot get salvation through 
investing in the capitalistic enterprises. So then what is the 
solution? .. ask you? I say the only solution is that if the 
sen .1 ruling circle which are already guilty of trespass- - 
they must return the goods. That's the way you justify --that' s 
the way that action is settled. They’ re guilty of a tort and 
non we're asking them, judgment has been found; they’ve been

New who are they going to pay off? The older people 
in che world because once a ..Is country crossed Its national 
territories, infringed upon the world, the American people 
became internationalists. We became internationalists because 
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nationalism died ■with the conquest of Africa. Nationalism 
died when the western world, America in particular, ripped off 
Africa and used the goods in Africa and used the human labor.

It was no more nationalism then. Nationalism went into 
imperialism. So therefore we don' f even live in a nation. 

Many of us here think we live in a nation. We don* t live in a

nation. We live in empire. The empire that controls the 

universe at this time; the world that is known. We- -the 
United States control this, but then as soon as the alack Panther 
party and other revolutionary groups talk about- -we* re going 


to be internationalists also, but we don* t want to join the 
confederation of the international bourgeoisie. This country 
supports every reactionary government in ‘the world. It supports 
the Greek regime; it supports industrial South Africa because 
Standard Oil is there. That --so we say we don* t want to be 
•internationalists like that. We don' t want to drench our hands 
in blood. We want to be internationalists but we want to join 
the internationalism of the people, solidarity with the people 
of me world. We can only gat this through a socialist 
philosophy. We can only get this through recognizing that when 
we say that we suoport the National Liberation Front, when we say 
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that Th .fiend must be free, v?hea we say that Latin America must 
be free and Africa must be free, we say this truly in the spirit 
of internationalism. V/e say this directly in the spirit of wanting 
to promote the welfare of our black brothers because they 5 re 'a 
victim of the same machines of murder that we're a victim of. 
lie notice that whenever any police action is taken we notice the 
same uniforms. If- -no matter where it is. If- -whether its a 
domestic event or an event that happens some 15,000 miles from 
here. Ke notice also that most of the military equipment- -we 
notice the markings of the equipment that is used by the 
reactionary Portuguese government in Kosebec and Angola. Ue 
notice - ter lean markings on it which the Portuguese get through 
lb. 'Id . So therefore we cannot support the kind of internationalism 
that the small ruling circle supports. We must support a kind of 
internationalism, and this is the internationalism that 
represents the people. So all power to the people for that. 

now I' 11 get back to my explanation on why we chose 
socialism as the only solution for this country. That we realize 
that we cannot invest- -black capitalism has not worked and cannot 
work because white capitalism is failing. So we say that the only 
-.nation is that we nationalise what is ours and make a public 
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facility out of it so that we* 11 pet in our adt ini s tra tor sQQ^|fj0tPi 
through sons democratic process and then we* II make sure that 

the people share in the wealth and soon with equality. We’ll

make sure that the administrators that we put in do not make a 

_ rofit; they are paid a salary. ¥e’ 11 make them- -we* 11 put them 

in a position so they’ll have to serve the people. Vie can only '

do this by malting those national enterprises that are privately 
owned publicly owned. People are seeing this more and more 
everyday just DOUGLAS in his Points of Rebellion expressed 
this. He said it in a way that was acceptable to some people 
who are already in control because he said that the private 
industries need to- -the public sector needs to be expanded a little 
so that it will- -so that the people could participate and also 
enjoy their wealth. I say that absolutely all of the things that 
the people have built, all --the payment that is owed- -that is due 
to black people --the payment that is due to all exploited people, 
to white people, to Mexican people, that these debts must be paid 
and the only way we can pay them is to take what is ours. If we 
take what is ours then we automatically create a socialist society 

based upon public ownership.

That we're not nationalists, we're not nationalists because 
Arm. .ca is not a nation, number one, and it' s an empire even 
though blacks could work out a case for nationalism, I'm sure, 
b -cause of the long train of abuses by the American government and 
th- ruling circle. 
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But at the sanie tine, we know that the countrit^O^pfi^Nj In 
th'.u are thousands of miles away from hone, the African countries, 
are- -they* re- -nations are separated from- -of course separated 
from the United States, they're 15,000 miles away from home-- 
but yet United States imperialists will not let them exist in 
peace. United States imperialists will not let the people of 
the world exist in peace, so, therefore, these countries are not 
free 15,000 miles from home; how do we expect to be free if we're 
separated in five states right side by side in United States 
imperialism. It doesn' t make sense? It' s simple logic. So we 
say that our only chance for freedom is to transform those condi- 
tions that enslave people. We know the slave cannot separate 
from the slavemaster without doing the slavemaster in because the 
slavemaster won' t stand for it. Just as this country will not 
let us be free or the people of the world be free or any people 
be free until the country is devastated, and when I say the country, 
I mean those- -that small ruling click that is causing the 


trouble. 


The Black Panther Party, as you very well know. 


advocates self-defense, but we also advocate the abolition of war. 

We say that we' re advocates of the abolition of war. We do not want 
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war, bat war can only be abolished through war. In order to get 
rid of the gun, it becomes necessary to take up the gun. 
our real goal is to get rid of all wars. Our real goal is to get 
rid of weapons in this country, but, first, that we find it 
necessary to do something else. 

Now, at the same time, it seems that our philosophy 1 s 
in contradiction. But I say it' s not in contradiction; again, 
it 1 s paradoxical. Just as people don' t understand the Chairman 
in China, MAO, I think his name is, that they don't understand us 
because MAO says that he's against--that is his motto that we've 
adopted, as a matter of fact--that he' s against all wars. But at 
the same time, with the same breath, he says political power grows 
through the barrel of a gun. Again, many of our people, many of 
our so-called scholars and intellectuals do not understand. So 
the 31ack Panther Party is here to point it out, that the first 
thing, that there' s no contradiction and because the Chairman makes 
it clear that power grows through the barrel of a gun. So 
emphasis should be added to grows, emphasis should be placed upon 
grows, but you hear many reactionaries saying that the Black Pantirer 
Party quotes MAO who says the political power grows through the 
power of a gun. We disagree with that. We say just what the 
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Chairman said. The first thing, that it grows through the barrel 
of a gun but it culminates in the ownership and the control of 
the land and the institutions thereon. After this occurs then 
we can get rid of the gun. So we say the same thing. That we 
want control and ownership of the land and the institutions 
thereon, and this is where the power is. Before that, your gun 
is only an influence or it grows but it has not reached its 
final destiny. So we take this position, and we also take the 
position of nonviolence. 

We don 1 t believe in violence, and we know that in order 
to get rid of violence we must stop that person who 1 s bent upon 
violence, violence and genocide. We make a big difference--! 
think there* s a big difference between the violence of the 
aggressor who are the Americans in Vietnam and the self-defense of 
the National Liberation Front because the National Liberation 
Front will be very happy if the Americans withdraw from the home- 
land so that they can have peace, you see. So really--and they 
want peace, you see, because they disagree, and they don't want 
violence so they know about it® They know that they disagree; 
they 5 re not resigned. They won't be; they'll never be resigned. 
T~ey won' t stop fighting until the country is free. So the people 
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in chi s country must adapt some of the philosophy that we can 
apply to our particular situation even though we know most of it 
we cannot apply. That if we are going to have a socialism in 
the United States of America, it will be as our Minister of 
Information has said many times, a Yankee Doodle Dandy type of 
socialism, a socialism that' s home sprung and coming out of 
the- -recognizing the cultural continuity aiid the cultural 
reality of the American people. So we know that after this exists 
it will not be necessary for any country to claim nationalism. 

More countries who are fighting now say that they' re not only 
internationalists but they’re nationalists at the same time. We 
say that we can make a case for them because what they're really 
doing is fighting the war of national liberation in order to repel 
the .-met lean aggressor, the world enemy number one, in order to 
gain liberated territory. They know that after the fight, after 
they gained- -after they decolonized that they still will not be 
free because America will not let them be free. So, therefore, we 
can only view their nation then as a (unintelligible) or libera tec 
territory in order- -liberated in order to go on fighting 
imperialism. Now, if they have become liberated and then join with 


lc Nest- -if they become liberated and join with the war monger 
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then this is reactionary nationalism. So we can make a case for 
reactionary nationalism where the people* s sole purpose is to 
become free in order to establish a safer base to fight United 
States imperialism, and this is why we support nationalism abroad 
and at home where we say that we always should keep our minds up 
on the international arena. We must do this because this country 
is a very powerful country and that we can only think of winning 
the war of freedom through joining the hands of all of the people 
who are struggling in the world for the same purpose and that is 
to crush United States imperialism. After this happens- -after 
the small ruling circle in this country is crushed. At that time 
we will stop even supporting anyone who calls himself a nationalist 
because I can* t now make a case for him.

GARRY, San Francisco, and NEWTON attended that conference. 
The subject of the press conference was the surrender of 

to Federal authorities at San Francisco on the 

afternoon of October 7, 1970.

The October 8, 1970, issue of the "San Francisco 
Chronicle", a San Francisco daily newspaper, reported that at 
a press conference held by the BPP on October 7, 1970, NEWTON 
called on women liberationists to "rise up against the jailing 
of a young black woman revolutionary" (SHELLY BURSEY) . 
According to the newspaper article, NEWTON described BURSEY 
and BRENDA JOYCE PRESLEY as "proud revolutionaries". NEWTON 
was reported as stating that the NIXON administration "zeroed 
in on women Panthers on the illusion that women are weak and 
would submit to repression." NEWTON was quoted as saying 
"These women showed that they are not natural slaves. They 
are very young, very dedicated and very strong." 


The October 16, 1970, issue of "The Daily Californian" 
published by the Associate Students of the University of 
California at Berkeley contained an article captioned, "Huey 
Newton: Seeking New Strength". The article reported that on 
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the afternoon of October 15 , 1970, NEWTON paid a casual b7c 

surprise visit to the University of California Campus and 
the article continued as follows : 

"Rather than delivering a formal speech, NEWTON 
talked with small groups that spontaneously clustered around 
him on Sproul Plaza. 'I just wanted to walk around like I 
used to , ' he explained . " 

"Accompanied by several 'comrades', as he termed 
them, NEWTON proceeded from Sproul Plaza to visit a black 
studies class, 'Introduction To Black Culture' in Room 200, 
Wheeler Building, at 2 p.m." 

"The article further reported that NEWTON was 
invited to speak to the class and approximately 50 people, 
not all students in the class, filled the room to listen." 

"When asked why the Panthers were not an underground 
organization, NEWTON replied, 'I respect everyone here, but I 
am not going to stand before this class and this tape recorder 
and discuss underground activities.' NEWTON reportedly stayed 
in the class until 3:15 p.m." 

"Article also reported NEWTON was invited to speak 
at a campus rally to be held on October 21, 1970, in support 
of 'Black Panther ANGELA DAVIS' and NEWTON promised that 
'either I'll be there or somebody from the Party'. Speaking 
of DAVIS, NEWTON declared that 'ANGELA was fired because they 
didn't like what she was ... they 're never going to let their 
institutions be used for revolution. ' NEWTON also criticized 
Miss DAVIS for going to the Howard Johnson Restaurant where 
she was captured because it was located in a heavily policed 
area. 'That was kind of a dumb move on her part,' he observed."

"NEWTON continually emphasized the importance of 
determining who one's opponents are. 'I would criticize 
all those people making deals with the enemy,' he explained, 
mentioning ROY WILKINS and WHITNEY YOUNG as examples. But 
first, he added, 'I want you to show me some specific facts 
to show me that they are the enemy. ' 

"Article further reported NEWTON stated, 'Blacks 
ir. America are probably the most progressive people in the 
x-zorld — at least potentially , ' because they are constantly 
seeking new strength. 'Because our culture was abruptly cut 
off... this made us weak.' He explained." 

"Since they are the most progressive, NEWTON con- 
tinued, 'History has bestowed upon us an obligation to trans- 
form the whole world... it is black people's obligation here in 
America to take Marxism-Leninism to its highest point. ' This 
goal, according to NEWTON, is internationalism." 

" ' I am against any nationalistic state,' NEWTON 
explained, because freedom is impossible so long as nations 
must worry about defending themselves against other nations." 

"NEWTON continued, 'The Black Panther Party is based 
upon armed struggle. We want to lead the people... but we wan t 
them to know that it's based upon an international thing.' " 

"The article reported that throughout the two hours 
of discussion between NEWTON and students the debate remained 
rather moderate in tone. NEWTON praised it in that 'Argument 
is good because it might bring out a new truth... if black 
people get together and culminate all argument, they'll go 
backward . ' " 

"No incidents were reported in connection with 
NEWTON's visit to the University of California Campus." 
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Since the arrest of in New York City 

on October 13, 1970, various members ot tne news media in 
the San Francisco Bay Area have contacted BPP National 
Headquarters, Oakland, California in an effort to obtain 
statements from the BPP regarding ] ~| arrest. As a result 
of the press inquiries, NEWTON issued the following statement 
to the San Francisco area news media: 

"The Black Panther Party accuses the reactionary 
authorities of California and the United States 
of using Angela Davis as a scapegoat. The tra- 
ditional judiciary are responsible for the event 
that took place in the Marin courtroom and the police 
are responsible for the murder of the Judge, 

Jonathan Jackson, William Christmas and James 
McClain as well as the wounding of the hostages. 

In order to draw attention from the responsible 
persons Angela Davis was hunted, captured and 
accused of crimes of which the American reactionary 
system is in fact guilty of. 

"The event would have not taken place if 
there were justice in the courts for Black people. 

The court has been generally non-responsive to the 
cries for redress of Black people’s grievances 
and have continued to act in the interest of the 
racist, capitalist ruling circle. This is clear 
when we note that the prosecuting attorney in the 
Marin case is married to the niece of the judge 
who presided over the case. On the other hand, 

Jonathan Jackson and the prisoners of war, William 
Christmas, James McClain and Ruchell MaGee were 
motivated by their desire for justice and freedom. 

We feel that when all peaceful means are exhausted 
it is the people's right, it is the people's dutjj 
to take other steps that will guarantee justice and 
freedom. 

"The San Quentin guards and the Marin County 
police must be charged with the murders of Comrades 
Jackson, McClain and Christmas and the murder of 
the judge. We note that absolutely no one in the 
establishment has made issue of the fact that 11 
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of the shots fired in the Marin incident came 
from the vicious weapons of the police and the 
, district attorney. It is clear that the gestapo 
police were not interested in the preservation of 
human life. Their first concern was apprehension 
and murder, and if anyone happened to survive, 
this would be an accident, not their chief concern. 

It shows that the gestapo are not even concerned 
about the lives of their claSs brothers, the judge 
and the district attorney. 

"So it seems that absolute madness has swept 
the shores of America. Reason is not to be found 
among the ranks of the oppressor. The very fact 
that the reactionary authority has the audacity to 
accuse Angela Davis of a crime is indicative of 
the lack of justice and the lack of simple reason- 
ing. Those who are clearly guilty are exonerated 
(to clear, as of blame or guilt). Those who are 
victim and innocent stand accused. 

"The Black Panther Party calls upon Black 
people in particular and all oppressed people in 
general to rise up and do whatever is necessary 
to free Angela Davis. Angela Davis has exemplified 
the highest expression of concern for the people. 

We the people should show our appreciation of this 
by coming to her aid in this hour of need. Angela 
has given her energy and devotion to the people's 
cause without reference to her personal safety, 
without reference to her personal gain. She has 
given in a free and a very pure way, in a way that 
sets an example for people everywhere. At this 
time we must not fail Angela Davis".

The above press statement was also published in 
the October 17, 1970 issue of "The Black Panther" newspaper. 
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On October 13, 1970, NEWTON gave a noontime speech 
at the main auditorium, Merritt College, 5714 Grove Street, 
Oakland, California, with approximately 1,000 persons in 
attendance. NEWTON spoke on the BPP platform and outlined 
the aims and purposes of that organization. During his 
speech, an unknown Negro male, approximately 25 years old, 
interrupted NEWTON on several occasions and leveled a 
barrage of criticisms at NEWTON's ideological concepts. 

At the completion of the speech, an escort of BPP 
members and members of the Black Student Union (BSU) at 
.Merritt. Cnllepe proceeded with NEWTON to the clas sroom of 
1 a brother of HUEY NEWTON, who is a 

I Only the 

escort and students of |were allowed entrance 

to the classroom. As NEWTON was about to begin his lecture 
to the group, a 25-year-old black male wearing a turban 
and identifying himself as a Nihilist approached NEWTON 
and stated that what NEWTON was saying was not proper and 
that NEWTON's concepts were unrealistic. NEWTON asked 
this individual not to address him in that manner, and with 
that the black male stated, "Maybe I will and maybe I won't". 

At this point, NEWTON struck this individual with a right 
blow to the chin, causing him to fall back. When he regained 
his balance, the unknown black individual took a swing at 
NEWTON and then six of NEWTON's bodyguards jumped on this 
individual. The scuffle was broken up by three Negro policemen 
from the Merritt Campus Police Department. No arrests were 
made and the turbaned Negro was ordered to leave. 

Shortly thereafter, the unknown Negro male returned 
to the classroom where NEWTON was lecturing, and this time 
he was accompanied by five other turbaned black individuals. 
They attempted to disrupt NEWTON's lecture, but were stopped 
by NEWTON's bodyguards. The black turbaned group left the 
area after Merrit t College Campus policemen arrived. At 
the suggestion of | NEWTON's lecture was cut 

short and NEWTON was escorted from the classroom. As NEWTON 
finished his lecture, he stated, "Power is the ability to 
define phenomenon in a desired manner".

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As early as the fall of 1963, autonomous , u 

Negro students' organizations were / 

properly registered and recognized as 

student organizations on campuses in the 

Northern California area. The purposes of 

the organizations were generally given at 

that time as follows: 

"To engage in study of Negro life and 
history, to foster the growth and dissemi- 
nation of Negro cultural contributions and 
to engage in projects which the membership 
considers to be in the interest of the Negro 
community." 

At the outset, the organizations appeared 
to be purely cultural. As militant Negroes 
became affiliated with the organizations, the 
names of the organizations were changed to 
BSU in about 1965. 
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1 On November 16, 1970, NEWTON spoke at a rally held 

by the Association of Black Students at Oakland University, 
Rochester, Michigan, in support of 16 BPP members who had 
been arrested in Detroit, Michigan. Approximately 1,000 
persons attended the speech, and about 75 per cent of those 
were Negroes. The audience was approximately 95 per cent 
college students, with the remainder being a few faculty 
members and a few outside adults. NEWTON's speech lasted 
from approximately 2:30 p.m. until 5:00 p.m. 

The main theme of the speech given by NEWTON 
was that all poor blacks and poor whites, the working classes, 
the oppressed of the world; must all join forces as a united 
body against the "ruling circle" in the United States. 

NEWTON repeatedly referred to this "ruling circle" throughout 
his entire speech and apparently interpreted this "ruling 
circle" as those leaders of Government and industry , /the 
imperialists or those who are rich in this society. NEWTON 
wanted equality for everyone with no one being superior to 
his fellow man. He indicated the Negro is a class brother 
with the poor whites and they must join in their effort to 
overcome the "ruling circle". 

NEWTON stated, "The Black Panther Party is the 
vanguard of the revolution on a world-wide level because the 
world is really one community and we've taken Marxist-Leninist 
to a greater level and, therefore, we are the greatest 
Marxist-Leninists that ever lived, and we say this not to 
be arrogant because sometimes I wish that someone else would 
carry that banner because the way is narrow and the burden 
is heavy." 

NEWTON's speech called for the release of the 
Detroit 16, freedom for ANGELA DAVIS, BOBBY SEALE, and all 
the oppressed brothers and for the ultimate overthrow of the 
pigs. 

In conclusion, the speech by NEWTON was a rambling, 
many times incoherent Marxist-Leninist influenced, low-key, 
revolutionary type speech which attempted to show a connection 
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between the Black Panther Party and the League of Revolutionary 
Black Workers, as well as a unity between the Black Panther 
Party and all oppressed persons of the world. 

The speech appeared to be rather poorly organized 
and NEWTON was easily diverted from the main topics which 
he seemed to be pursuing. The speech had very few references 
to any actual radical action or violent confrontation. 

On November 17, 1970, NEWTON spoke at Michigan 
State University, East Lansing, Michigan, at a Black Liberation 
Front international rally in support of 15 BPP members who 
had been arrested in Detroit, Michigan. 

NEWTON spoke on Marxis t-Leninis t theories, placing 
particular emphasis on the Russian Revolution and its 
relationship to the BPP. At the conclusion of his speech, 
members of the audience questioned NEWTON concerning the 
purpose of the BPP and its 10 Point Program. 

Approximately 1,200 persons attended NEWTON's 
speech, of which approximately 80 per cent were black. 

Prior to the question and answer period, most of the audience 
had left because they were unable to understand NEWTON and 
most were fed up with the treatment they were receiving in 
regard to security measures taken by BPP members in connection 
with NEWTON’s speech.

On November 17, 1970, NEWTON spoke at a black 
student rally at the University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, 

Michigan, in support of 15 BPP members who had been arrested 
in Detroit. NEWTON introduced the new philosophy of the 
BPP which stresses intercommunalism as opposed to internationalism, 
NEWTON told the crowd that the BPP had switched from its 
internationalism philosophies because it realized that 
nations no longer exist. He stated that since the U. S. 
controls the economic and political affairs of other countries, 
they could no longer be called nations. He stated the 
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world is a system of communities, and said that eventually 
it would have to become a collection of institutions serving 
all the people's needs. NEWTON stated that in this world 
community, all men would identify with each other because 
of the fact they are all human beings. 

NEWTON stated he was present to aid 15 BPP members 
who had been arrested in Detroit, ANGELA DAVIS, BPP Chairman 
BOBBY SEALE, and the Soledad Brothers, and urged the audience 
to aid their brothers and sisters. 

The audience to NEWTON's speech numbered approximately 
4,200 persons, 60 per cent of whom were white, and the other 
40 per cent black. Numerous persons left the audience 
prior to the completion of NEWTON's speech. There were no 
incidents or arrests surrounding the speech. 

SF T-18, 11/17/70 


On November 18, 1970, NEWTON spoke at Robert's Hall, 
Boston College, where approximately 2,500 people were in 
attendance. NEWTON's speech was not inflamatory, but 
philosophical in nature. He stated that the theme of the 
Revolutionary People's Constitutional Convention (RPCC) 
will be "survival", and that the BPP will not accept 
destruction of any kind. NEWTON discussed the development 
of the KARL MARX theory of dialectical materialism. He 
said the BPP is a Marxist-Leninist Party, but at the same 
time supports the ideology of ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, that the 
revolutionary proletariats are the lumpen proletariat. 

NEWTON introduced the theory of revolutionary 
internationalism. He said the BPP disclaims internationalism 
and added that the people of the world must unite as one 
community and take control of the means of production. 

During a question and answer period, NEWTON said 
the people must seize power, not seek revenge, and 
persuade others to take man's power, but not his life. NEWTON 
stated the only way communism and revolutionary inter- 
communalism can work is to transform the master and make 
him equal. 
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NEWTON delivered a message from ELDRIDGE CLEAVER 
that he (CLEAVER) wants the people to prepare a place for 
him because he would like to return home. NEWTON said that 
in order for CLEVER to return to the U. S., "we must liberate 
our community". 


NEWTON delivered a speech at New York City Community 
College, Brooklyn, New York, during the evening of November 19, 
1970. NEWTON spoke to approximately 1,000 students from 
approximately 10:00 p.m. to 11:30 p.m. The audience was 
overwhelmingly young and black. NEWTON’S speech was followed 
by a question and answer session. The general theme was the 
need for black unity at home, where he urged a non-negotiated 
stand. At one point, he indicated that it was best to stay 
close to the white man so that revolutionaries might "tear 
his eyes out", if necessary. NEWTON also extended greetings 
from BPP Minister of Information, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, in 
Algeria. NEWTON noted that CLEAVER wants to come back 
home, "so prepare a place for him." 

NEWTON stated that "You cannot run away from the 
white man, you have to run towards him, have a confrontation, 
and then down him and kill him". He also noted that the 
Panthers seek to be one with those people throughout the 
world who are waging armed revolution against oppression. 

NEWTON concluded the session with the remarks 
"I love you. Power to the people". 

SF T-19, 11/20/70 

On the afternoon of November 20, 1970, NEWTON held 
a press conference at BPP Headquarters in New Haven, Connecticut. 
The press conference dealt with the trial of BPP Chairman 
BOBBY SEALE and BPP member ERICKA HUGGINS in New Haven. 

During the conference, NEWTON stated, "If Ericka and Bobby 
are not set free, we'll hold back the night and there won't 
be light for a day". 
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On the night of November 27, 1970, NEWTON spoke 
at the St. Stephen's and the Incarnation Church, Washington, 
D.C., before a crowd of approximately 500 people who had 
gathered inside, and another 1,500 who had gathered outside 
the church. NEWTON denounced Howard University and its 
President, JAMES CHEEK, for preventing the RPCC, which 
was sponsored by the BPP, from being held at that University. 
NEWTON characterized CHEEK as a "subjective enemy of the 
people", and said that CHEEK is only a pawn in the hands 
of a ruling class. He said Howard University was an 
institution which produced "black robots". 

In regard to the RPCC, NEWTON said that it would 
be held on liberated territory and that the entire country 
should be liberated. When that is done, NEWTON said that 
the Convention could be held at the White House, but then 
it would be called the "Black House". NEWTON said that all 
of the persons in attendance listening to him should take 
a"rain check" until the above is accomplished. 

The second portion of NEWTON's speech dealt 
basically with BPP philosophy and its view of history. 

He said that American influence had permeated all countries' 
borders through its imperialism, and from this point on, we 
cannot talk about internationalism; now we must talk about 
"intercommunalism" . He referred to Western technology, using 
the term "technicrats", who are responsible for increasing 
unemployment and creating a large, jobless class which he 
referred to as the "lumpen". He said it was this group which 
would effect the revolution, and anyone obstructing the 
revolution should be annihilated.

On the afternoon of December 14, 1970, NEWTON spoke 
before the student body at Oakland Technical High School, 
Oakland, California, on a subject termed by NEWTON as 
dialectical materialism. NEWTON's speech lasted approximately 
two hours and was incomprehensible to students in attendance. 
Many of the students walked out of the auditorium while NEWTON 
was speaking, and his appearance was considered a complete 
failure .

The October 6, 1970 issue of "The Daily Pioneer", 
a daily newspaper published at California State College, 

Hayward, California, contained a letter from NEWTON addressed 
to the people at the College.

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IV. SECURITY MEASURES AND REACTION TO

1. Oakland University, Rochester, Michigan

NEWTON spoke at a rally held by the Association 
of Black Students at Oakland University on November 16, 1970. 
At 8:00 a.m. on November 16, 1970, a group of black students 
from the Association of Black Students arrived at the I. M. 
Building at Oakland University for the purpose of thoroughly 
searching the entire building for any weapons, explosives, 
cameras, or recording devices in connection with NEWTON's 
appearance. During and subsequent to the search the entire 
I. M. Building was closed and was then taken over by the 
Association of Black Students for the remainder of the day. 
Guards were posted at all entrances throughout the building.

At 10:00 a.m., November 16, 1970, only two entrances 
to the I. M. Building were open to the public, one door for 
men and one door for women. Everyone entering the building 
was subjected to a thorough search by the felack students. The 
purpose of this search was to eliminate any weapons, explosives, 
cameras, or recording devices to enter the building. Also 
at this point persons were requested to donate to the Black 
Panthers cause for the defense fund for 15 BPP members who had 
been arrested in Detroit.

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Approximately 1,000 persons attended NEWTON's 
speech at Oakland University. The crowd was approximately 
95 per cent college students with the remainder being a few 
faculty members and a few outside students. About 75 per cent 
of those in attendance were Negroes and the remainder whites .

I. M. Building, they were advised they could not leave their 
seat and if they did they would be escorted from the building 
area. NEWTON arrived at approximately 2:30 p.m. and spoke 
continuously until about 5:30 p.m. During the last hour 
of NEWTON's speech approximately 200 people stood up and 
were escorted out of the building. From approximately 4:45 p.m. 
until the end of NEWTON's speech no one was allowed to leave 
the building. No time was left at the end of NEWTON's speech 
for questions and no one was allowed to stand up or leave 
the building until NEWTON and his group of approximately eight 
persons were cleared of the area.

2. Michigan State University, East Lansing, 
Michigan, November 17, 1970 


NEWTON was scheduled to speak at Michigan State 
University, East Lansing, Michigan, at 10:00 a.m., November 17, 
1970. Prior to 10:00 a.m. doors to the auditorium where 
NEWTON was to appear were opened and persons were admitted 
after a thorough search. Search was of such extent that 
female members of audience were required to leave their 
pocketbooks at location directly across from auditorium. The 
general price of admission was $240 per head, except black 
females, referred to as black sisters, who were charged $.25 
per head. Purpose of the search was to determine if members 
of the audience carried any weapons , explosives , cameras , or 
recording devices. All members of the auditorium were required 
to be in the auditorium and seated by 10:00 a.m. No one was 
allowed to leave, applaud, or stand and anyone leaving could 
not return to the auditorium. 
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NEWTON arrived at 11 tJO a.m. in the company of 
eight black males. These individuals accompanied NEWTON on 
stage during the entirety of his speech and black personnel 
were on guard inside and outside of the auditorium. 

By approximately 1:00 p.m. and prior to the 
question and answer period held at the completion of NEWTON's 
speech, most of the audience had left the auditorium because 
they were unable to understand what NEWTON was saying and 
most were getting fed up with the treatment they were receiving, 
NEWTON's speech concluded at 12:30 p.m. 

Approximately 1,200 people attended NEWTON's speech 
of which approximately 80 per cent were black.

NEWTON was scheduled to speak at the Hill Auditorium, 
University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, at 8:00 p.m.

The speech was delayed because everyone who entered the audi- 
torium was searched. Persons entering the auditorium were 
ordered to form two lines, one male and one female, and take 
off their coats and empty their pockets. Most of the people 
were inside the auditorium by 9:00 p.m. with a full capacity 
crowd of 4,200, comprised of about 60 per cent white and 
40 per cent black. 
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NEWTON appeared on the podium at 9:15 p.m. with 
11 guards surrounding him on the stage. Before NEWTON came 
onto the stage the members of the audience were told to 
remain in their seats and no one would be permitted to leave 
or enter the auditorium once NEWTON had entered.

Since NEWTON's release from prison on August 5, 1970, 
there have been numerous requests received at BPP National 
Headquarters , Oakland, from various news media, major radio 
and television network stations, and major weekly periodicals 
for interviews and/or personal appearances by NEWTON. The 
only engagements accepted by NEWTON to date are those set forth 
in this report.

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VI. VARIOUS ACTIVITIES IN SUPPORT OF NEWTON 


A. Demonstrations and Rallies 

A BPP demonstration for support of NEWTON's appeal 
began at the State Building, San Francisco, California, at 
10:30 a.m. February 11, 19 7o, with approximately 150 persons 
demonstrating aU marching back and forth in front of the 
State Building. By noon the crowd was approximately 500 
persons including 200 demonstrators of whom approximately 120 
were Negro and 80 white. Most of the demonstrators were under 
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20 years of age. The demonstration concluded at 12:30 p.m. 

The demonstrators carried signs reading "Free 
HUEY" and speeches were made by minor ranking BPP members. 

The theme of the speeches was to urge all persons to support 
NEWTON'S appeal. The crowd sang "Free HUEY NEWTON, Fascist 
Dog. " 

There was no violence at this demonstration although 
the San Francisco Police Department (SFPD) advised that eight 
persons were arrested for a series of minor incidents. 

On July 11, 1970, the New York chapter of the BPP 
sponsored a rally in support of NEWTON in the vicinity of 
125th Street and 7th Avenue, Harlem, New York. This rally 
lasted approximately one hour and persons in attendance 
numbered between 200 and 300. The featured speaker was BPP 
Chief of Staff DAVID HILLIARD who exhorted the crowd to sign 
petitions demanding the immediate release of NEWTON. HILLIARD 
told the people that the recent editions of the BPP newspaper 
contained a tear-away section which they could utilize as a 
petition form. HILLIARD informed the crowd that NEWTON would 
be released shortly and placed in the custody of the people 
of Harlem. He explained that NEWTON would be looking for 
protection from the people and intimated that NEWTON may 
reside in New York upon his release.

7/11/70 

On August 5, 1970, the day of NEWTON's release from 
jail, a crowd of approximately 300 people gathered at the 
Alameda County Courthouse, Oakland, to observe NEWTON. The 
crowd chanted "Free HUEY" and showed support for NEWTON's 
release. As NEWTON reached the car in which he was going to 
leave the courthouse area, he climbed on an automobile, 
removed his shirt, passed it into the crowd, and shouted 
"Power to the People." NEWTON also told the crowd they could 
not have a rally there in the street and urged everyone to 
go to Bobby Hutton Memorial Park in Oakland and that he would 
join them there later. NEWTON did not appear at the Park. 

No incidents occurred. 
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B. Birthday Celebrations 

"The Black Panther", official publication of the 
Black Panther Party (BPP) , in its issues of January 17 and 
January 24, 1970, carried the following article in relation 
to birthday benefits for HUEY P. NEWTON to be held during 
February, 1970. 

This article written in the form of a letter 
addressed "Dear Friend," is as follows: 

"February 17th is the birthday of HUEY P. NEWTON, 
Minister of Defense and founder of the BPP. The weekend 
of February 14th and 15th, will be dedicated to the celebration 
of his birthday. Benefits will be held in his honor in 
Berkeley, California, on the 15th and in Los Angeles, 
California, on the 14th. This will be part of a nationwide 
celebration to honor HUEY for his great political work, and 
his undying love and service to the people. 

"HUEY NEWTON is mcasserated at California Men's 
Colony near San Luis Obispo. The occasion will not be a 
joyous one, because the brother is not physically free to 
join us. This is a time of 'Revolutionary Crisis’ and the 
national and international mobilization of oppressed people 
is what is needed to free HUEY, and to Free all Political 
Prisoners. At this birthday celebration, emphasis will be 
on the proposed Prisoner of War exchange for American GI's 
in Viet Nam for BOBBY SEALE, Chairman of the BPP, aid 
HUEY t>. NEWTON. 

"In the name of world peace, we believe your 
support and participation will heighten your solidarity with 
oppressed people in general, and the BPP in particular. We 
are asking for contributions to help make this benefit a 
success . " 



In addition, this article contained an order form 
for $2 advance donations for tickets to the benefits to 
be held at Berkeley and Los Angeles, California. A solicitation 
was also contained for the donation of funds for benefit expenses 
and for the HUEY P. NEWTON Defense Fund. Any money for tickets 
or in the form of contributions was to be sent to the BPP,

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BPP branches throughout the United States have 
been instructed to hold similar celebrations in honor of 
NEWTON and all money raised in this regard is to be sent 
to National Headquarters at Berkeley, California.

A HUEY NEWTON birthday party was held on 
February 15, 1970, at the Berkeley Community Center, Berkeley, 
California, at which approximately 250 - 300 persons attended, 
with approximately 35 of those being Negroes.

Various persons 
in attendance spoke briefly.

On February 14, 1970, a HUEY NEWTON birthday party 
was held at the Embassy Auditorium, 847 South Grand Street, 

Los Angeles, California, by the BPP. Approximately 300 
persons attended, with approximately 50% of those being 
whites. Los Angeles BPP members spoke briefly and buckets 
were passed around for contributions. While the collection 
buckets were being passed around the crowd yelled loudly 
and repeatedly, "Happy Birthday, HUEY". The first collection 
did not take in as much money as the Los Angeles BPP leaders 
expected and the collection buckets were passed around a 
second time.

NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD 


The House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
House Report 3123, September 21, 1950, cites the National 
Lawyers Guild (NLG) as a communist front which is the 
foremost legal bulwark of the Communist Party. 

A source advised during April, 1969, that the 
President of the NLG stated at a NLG banquet held in New 
York City on April 12, 1969, that the NLG has organized 
young people to work in a radical movement which is 
seeking to destroy a corrupt, violent society. 

A second source advised on April 17, 1969, that 
the President of the New York Chapter of the NLG spoke at 
above banquet stating that the purpose of the NLG is to 
advance the "social revolution" taking place in this 
country. In furtherance of this purpose, the NLG has es- 
tablished Student Guild Chapters and given counsel to 
draft resisters and military personnel seeking peace. 

A third source furnished information on October 
20, 1969, that the NLG is going through a change which is 
evidenced by dissension between the young and old members 
of the guild.

APPENDIX 
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STUDENT NATIONAL COORDINATING COMMITTEE 




A source advised the Student National Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) , formerly known as the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee, is a nonmembership organization founded 
in 1960 during the civil rights movement in the South. 

Under the leadership of STOKELY CARMICHAEL, who was 
National Chairman during the period of 1966-1967, SNCC evolved 
from a civil rights oriented group into a black revolutionary 
organization . 

A publication entitled "1967 High Tide of Black 
Resistance" indicates the year 1967 was considered by SNCC as 
a historic milestone for the liberation of the black people in 
the United States. The publication declared that "liberation 
will come only when there is final destruction of this mad 
octopus - the capitalistic system of the United States and all 
its life-sucking tentacles of exploitation and racism that 
choke the people of Africa, Asia and Latin America." 

A second source advised that in April, 1969, SNCC 
moved its national headquarters from Atlanta, Georgia, to New 
York City, where it is presently located at St. Peter's 
Episcopal Church, 336 West 20th Street, New York City. 

H. RAP BROWN announced at a press conference in New 
York City on July 22, 1969, that he had been elected Chairman 
of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee. He announced 
that the organization was dropping the word "Nonviolent" from 
its title, and would be known as the Student National Coordin- 
ating Committee. BROWN, at that time, stated the use of force 
is necessary in obtaining revolutionary goals. 

A Federal warrant was issued for BROWN on May 4, 1970, 
at Baltimore, Maryland, charging him with unlawful interstate 
flight to avoid prosecution for arson, inciting a riot and 
failure to appear (Title 18, United States Code, Section 1073). 

A third source advised that as of May, 1970, SNCC has 
secured a lease on premises in Augusta, Georgia, which SNCC in- 
tends to convert into a "coffeehouse" for GIs from nearby Fort 
Gordon, Georgia, to disseminate anti-establishment propaganda. 

SNCC also has in the planning stage an Agrarian 
Reform Program for black tenant farmers and the resumption of 
classes at the H. Rap Brown Liberation School in Atlanta, Georgia.

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Lc.’S: /Juii this nc'.^jKrld liberation front, no you think people JromWhut 
drop-out culture, as nicy oceanic revolutionaries, will he a pari of it? 
NEWTON: Yes, I think they’ll crop back in, anti when they cio tliej/’ii-bc — .... 
very political, because they v/iil have experienced everything short of 
violence, you see, even running away, through drugs and so fort):. But 
when they come back, they’H come back serious and they'd see thdjrnly 
salvation is to transform wn3t’s here, and they can’t go anywhere else. 

LiVS: Can you tell us about the plans to send people to fight in Vietnatp? ; 
NEWTON: Yes, the Black Panther Party, after making the statement — we 
kind of put the cart before the horse, because after making the statement, 
we sent the document, and we should have sent the document first 1 guess 
• — we sent the document to the Provisional Revolutionry Government, also 
to the Paris Peace talks, and to the National Liberation Front, and to the . 
North Vietnamese government. We’re now waiting for a reply. We offered 
troops to the Vietnamese peopie in the spirit of revolutionary solidarity 
and internationalism. On one level ‘his is a friendship gesture, on another 
level it is a very real political act, in the same sense that it will strike at the 
very roots of the war. We expect to be indicted for treason or whatever, out . 
if we are, we welcome this, because then they’ll have to put the war on 1 
trial to find out if the Vietnamese are really the enemy, and the second : 
question that will come up is whether this country has the right to make 1 
war when no war has been declared. These questions will have to be , 
answered if they charge us. Also, this country has a tradition of sending 
troops. There were American troops fighting in Spain, and there were l 
American troops committed in Canada in World War II, so the precedent 1 
has been set for this. We not only will .send troops to Vietnam, but we’ll i, 
send troops to any of our friends who are fighting against imperialism. 

LAIS: Today was the first day you Ve seen Bobby in three years. Could you j 
describe what that was line? { 

NEWTON: Yes, I talked to him in — what was that? — the jury room or a j 
conference room. We talked for about 30 minutes or so. Like all emotional ; 
experiences like that, I could hardly find words to say when I had every • 
thing to tell him. So it was quite an experience. ■; 

LNS: There were some people who were surprised that the Party made ■ 
public statements saying that incidents like Marin would happen more 1 
often. Can you explain that, in terms of public statements? 

. NEWTON: Well, we feel safe in saying that. In the first place, the Party is a •• 
vanguard group, with primary emphasis on radicalizing and educating the \ 

[■ people through practice, activity, and programs which apparently are > 
reform, but in fact are not reform at all. We fee! that any program that • 

' mobilizes the community toward the revolutionary goal no matter what 1 

■ that program is is certainly not a reformist group. A program is only ; 
reformist when it makes slight changes and it also blocks the people from , 
reaching the revolutionary goal, or sets up certain obstacles. Now as far as -j 

• Marin is concerned, and all other actions by the people, tire people have to -3 

■ perform these things. ■ All we can do is set an example, or, through ; 
educating the people cither by illustrations or by lectures or whatever ■ 
way we can get through to the people. But the final task will be the people j 
bearing the burden and changing things. So we can talk about all of those « 
things with immunity, because we know that wc can't do them anyway. : 
you see? We’re probably the most focused upon Party in America at this J 
time, by the wrong people; by the FBI and the CIA and so forth.

They were very happy that the Party was- 
attempting to relate to them. Within our party, we’re noCcompleteiy rid 
of male chauvinism, (laughter from people listening to the interview) I ' 
think that we’re trying, that we’re making an honest effort. Women in our 
party can participate on any level and we’re constantly fighting those ' 
bourgeois attitudes of male chauvinism. We arc advancing. We try to keep * 
our ranks open — there are women ministers in the Party. All women are • 
trained just as the men are with the revolutionary tool. It was only because s 
of the sudden necessity at the funeral (of Jonathan Jackson and William j

While whites commit suicide, the biggest 
1 percentage, because of a loss of prestige or some material thing, and status 
in :he group, and so forth. This shows first that blacks don t have the 
sta .ns and the profession in the first place, you see, so the onion skin has 
ban stripped away until when we lose each other, we commit suicide. I 
think this is sort of symbolic, it shows that we’re being destroyed, tout it 
also shows a redemption, because in the new world people will only jive to 
love each other anyway, you see? So I’m contending that the thiqg that - 
sustains the revolutionist is the love that he has for the people, and this . 
motivates him to try to destroy all those things that have stripped ; 
everything else away. So it’s a destruction and a redemption. I plan to go 
mto that in a thorough way in the book.

The political 
position of the LG is by design loose, 
attempting to appeal to and organize 
the majority in the New Left, and less 
committed, who are not closely involved 
with such factions as the Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) or Weatherman faction 
of SDS. The overall nature of the LG 
which appeared in the June 28, 1970 
issue entitled, "N.Y.C. Police Head- 
quarters Bombed." This article which 
praises and encourages the Weatherman 
strategy and tactics of bombing, but 
does not deal with or promote Weatherman 
politics, and formulates a three-point 
program for building the movement, was 
written "by a member of the collective", 
which means that the entire staff 
reached unanimous agreement regarding 
the article's content. The LG is in the 
process of moving to 14 Cooper Square, 
third floor. New York City, where the 
office is being rehabilitated and most 
of the equipment has been transferred. 
The staff collective does not live in 
a communal setting and there is no 
known connection between the LG and 
foreign or domestic subversive elements.

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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 
known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to 
create a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from 
involvement in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam 
war position to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist 
line linking up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America with the black liberation movement in the 
United States. All major factions within SDS embrace 
Marxism-Leninism and identify internationally with China, 

Cuba and North Vietnam as countries leading the worldwide 
struggles against the United States. However, the Soviet 
Union was regarded as imperialist and with the Communist 
Party, United States of America, "revisionist" in nature. 

SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December, 1969. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions de- 
veloped during 1968-1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June, 1969, NC : 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA) , and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) . The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some alligned with one 
ox' the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely 
and changed names. 

The SDS national office in recent years was located 
at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. It was closed 
in February, 1970. 

The Weatherman and RYM groups no longer consider 
themselves associated with SDS, and the WSA group refers to 
itself as the true; SDS. 
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PROGRESSIVE' LABOR PARTY 


"The New York Times" city edition, Tuesday, 
April 20, 1965, page 27, reported that a new party of 
"revolutionary socialism" was formally founded on 
April 18, 1965, under the name of the Progressive Labor 
Party (PLP) which had been known as the Progressive Labor 
Movement . 


According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by MILTON ROSEN and MORTIMER 
SCHEER after they were expelled from the Communist Party 
of the United States for assertedly following the Chinese 
Communist line." 

A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP 
held its Second National Convention in New York City, 

May 31 to June 2, 1968, at which time the PLP reasserted 
its objective of the establishment of a militant working 
class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 

The source also advised that at the Second 
National Convention MILTON ROSEN was unanimously re-elected 
National Chairman of the PLP and LEVI LAUB, FRED JEROME, 
JARED ISRAEL, WILLIAM EPTON , JACOB ROSEN, JEFFREY GORDON, 
and WALTER LINDER were elected as the National Committee 
to lead the PLP until the next convention. 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly 
magazine, and "Challenge-Desafio, " a monthly newspaper. 

Source advised on May 25, 1970, that the PLP 
utilizes an address of General Post Office Box 808, 

Brooklyn, New York, and also utilizes an office in Room 
617, 1 Union Square West, New York, New York. 
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REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 

A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II (RYM II) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia, 
from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) , characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as separate 
and distinct in form and content from SDS. The "Principles of 
Unity" adopted by the conference included a struggle against 
white supremacy and male supremacy; fights against imperialism, 
anticommunism, fascism and oppression of youth; and support of 
the right of self-determination of all "oppressed nations," also 
support of the right of all "oppressed and exploited" peoples 
"to armed self-defense." It was agreed that RYM would not be a 
Marxist-Leninist organization; however, source said this was 
decided in order to indicate an organization broad enough in 
form to be acceptable to everyone. A temporary National 
Steering Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males 
was elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 

RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, both 
Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that the NO 
has no office space but would probably be considered as located 
at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atlanta. 

Second source advised that women dominated the founding 
conference and have continued to dominate NSC meetings to the 
point that "women's liberation" has apparently become the RYM's 
principal issue - also that RYM's poor financial condition has 
resulted in its failure to publish a paper. During early 1970, 
RYM has decided to cater to the working class rather than youth, 
since the potential for social revolution lies in workers. 

A third source has stated that it was decided at the 
March, 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided the organi- 
zation will be molded into a "working class, Marxist-Leninist, 
revolutionary, anti-imperialist, pro-black nationalist, 
people's women's liberation organization." 





Initially called the "Action Faction," Weatherman 
: caroe into tel no Ironed lately before the June, 1969 Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC) . At 
this NC Weatherman won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) in 
Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national, records.. 
Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, Weatherman 
for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally from June, 

1969, until its NO closed in February, 1970. At this time it 
no longer considered itself part of SDS. 

The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological paper 
prepared by its leaders entitled, "You Don't Need a Weatherman 
to Know Which Way the Wind Blows," ("New Left Notes," June 18, 
1969). This statement outlined the basic stance of Weatherman: 
Marxist-Leninist in content but with strong advocacy that action 
not theory would bring about revolution in the United States. 

This posture was complemented with an international identification 
to the Cuban revolution and CASTRO's statement that the duty of 
a revolutionary ia to make revolution. 

During October, 1969, Weatherman riots in Chicago 
resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action and related 
charges. A program of armed struggle was finalized during a 
December, 1969, "War Council" wherein terrorist tactics and 
political assassination were contemplated. The basic strength 
of Weatherman was then revealed to be some 300-350 nationally 
and geographically apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and 
some Northwest.

A source advised during August, 1969, that at 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois, during June, 1969, 
a split arose between the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO) , the NO becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction. The PLP faction drew the largest 
support among those in attendance at the NO. 

Source further advised that during late Summer, 

1969, the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-type 
building at 173-A Massachusetts Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
a worker student alliance or a campus worker student alliance. 
Thus, they adopted the names of Worker Student Alliance (WSA) 
or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 

Source stated that the "New Left Notes," printed 
in New York City, is the official publication of the WSA 
faction. 

A second source advised during January, 1970, that 
within the SDS, the WSA is a caucus of which the PLP consti- 
tutes the leadership. 

A third source advised during July, 1970, that 
during demonstrations staged in the Boston area during the 
Spring and Summer of 1970 by the NH, the main theme of 
previous demonstrations staged by the NH shifted from 
protestations of the Vietnam War and other United States

physics , I think that they say that when 
atoms collide , that they divide into 
Electrons, protons and natrons, if I 
remember corr ectly . W hat happened 
to tpe atom V it was transformed. In 
the social world the same thing happens, 
sor a similar thing. We can apply the 
Same principle. In sociology, when two 
cultures collide a process occurs or a 
condition occurs which I believe the 
sociologists call acculturation, where 
two cultures are modified because of 
i ontact . Well Marx called the social 
J orces, when the social forces collided, 
or classes, he called that a contra- 
diction. In the physical world, when 
physical forces collide sometimes we 
call it just that, a collision. For ex- 
ample, when two cars meet head on, 
trying to occupy the same space at the 
sa me tim e » both are transformed. 
Sometimes other things happen. Matter 


of fact, had those two cars been turned, 
back to back and sped off in opposite 
directions, they would not be having a 
contradiction, they would be contrarl, 
covering different spaces qt- different' 
times. Sometimes when people meet, 
we argue and we miss each other. We 
miss each other because, in the first 
Place , we think we* re having a contra- 
diction when we* re only being contrary. 
For example, I would say the wall is 
ten feet tall and you would say the 
wall is red, and we would argue all 
day thinking we* re having a con- 
tradiction when actually we*re being 
contrary. When people argue, when one 
offers a thesis arid the other offers 
an antithesis, we say there* s a contra- 
diction, and we hope that if we argue 
long enough, provided that we agree on 
one fir st premise, that probably we hope 
that we can have some kind of synthesis.

words, while one force, may give ri$e 
to one thing, it might crush other things 
or even itself. In other words, we might 
have a concept we call the negation bf 
the negation. Meaning, we might say 
that while in 1917 the ruling circle' 
created an industrial base and usedthe 1 ’ 
system of capitalism they were also 
creating the necessary conditions for 
socialism . They were doing this be- 
cause it is necessary in order to have 
a socialist society to have some cen- 
tralization of the wealth, we would have 
to have some equal distribution of the 
wealth, we would have to have some 
harmony between the people . 

First I will roughly give you som3 
characteristics that any people who ca l 
themselves a nation should have. These 
are economic independence, cultural 
determination, control of the political 
institutions, territorial integrity and 
safety . 

In 1966, we called ourselves , that is, 
the Party, a Black nationalist Party. 
We called ourselves Black nationalists 
because we thought that nationhood was 
the answer. Shortly after that we de- 
cided that what was really needed was 
revolutionary nationalism, that is, na- 
tionalism plus socialism. After an- 
alyzing the phenomena a little mork, 
we found that it was impractical and 
even a contradiction. So, therefore, we 
went to a higher level of consciousness. 
We saw that in order to be free— 
and this is what we really want , to 
be fxe&a* -zoe thought the Tiatign-wquld 
make us free — we saw that in order 
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to be free we had to crush th e rulin g 
circle "and, therefore , we had to unite 
with the peoples of the world , so we 
called ourselves Internationalists, We 
sought solidarity with the peoples of 
me world , We sought solidarity with 
vo fat we thought were the nations of the 
world. But then what happened? We 
found that because everything* $ in a 
constant state of transformation arid * 
that because of the development of 
technology , because of the development 
of the mass media , because of the fire 
power of the imperialist , because of 
the fact that the United States is no 
longer a nation but an empire, that 
nationhood did not exist , because they 
aid not have the criteria for nation- 
hood, Because their self-determination 
was destroyed , because their economic 
determination uxis destroyed , because 
their cultural determination was trans- 
formed — and I would like for you to 
strike “destroyed'* , I would like for 
you to put in “transformed*’. Excuse 
me— all of th e natio ns were trans- 
formed at the hands of the imperialism 
and the ruling circle in the interests 
pf the imperialists.

cause a community evolves around a 
greater structure that we usually call 
the state and the state has certain 
Aontrol over the community , It also 
serves the community if the adminis- 
tration represents the people or if the 

administration happens to be the pet - 
pie’s commissar , It’s not so at this 

time, so there’s still something to be 
done, I spoke earlier about the ne- 
gation of the negation . I spoke earlier : 
about the fact of redistribution of 
wealth , We think that it’s very im- 
portant to know that in the world today •. 
that socialism in the United States 
will jLemac exist , Why? It will not exist 
because it cannot exist , Also I would 


sav r s ocialis m, cannot at this time^extst • 
any place in the world. Because social- 
ism would require a socialist states 
and if state does not exist how could 
socialism exist? So how do we define 
certain progressive countries such as 
the People’s Republic of China? How 
do we describe certain progressive 
countries, or communities as we call 
them, as the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea? How do we define 
certain communities as North Vietnam 
and the Provisional Government in the 
South? How do we explain these com- 
munities, if in fact they too canW 
claim nationhood. We say this: we spy 
they represent the people’s liberated 
territory , They represent a community 
liberated , But that community is not 
sufficient , it is not satisfied, just as 
the National Liberation Front is not 
satisfied with the liberated te rritory in 
the South, It is only ground for pre- 
paration for the liberation of the world , 
seizing of the wealth from the ruling 
circle and equal distribution and pro- 
portional representation in an inter- 
communal framework. This is what the 
Black Panther Party would like to 
achieve with the help of the power bf 
the people because without the people 
nothing can be achieved. 


I stated that in the United States 
socialism would never exist , I say that 
in o rder f or a revolution to occur m 
the United States, you would have to 
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have a redistribution of w ealth n ot on 
a national level , but an international 
-level , not on an international level, but 
on an inter communal level, and this is 
because how can we. say that we have 
accomplished revolution and re- 
distribute the wealth just to the people 
here in North America when the ruling, 
circle itself is guilty of trespass de 
bonas as per tadas .

Some people mil argue that noth 
still exist because of the cultural dif- 
ferences, By way of definition, just 
for practical argument, culture is a 
collection , or learned patterns of be- 
havior. We see that here in the United 
States, Black people, Africans, were 
raped from the mother country, were 
brought here, and we’ve literally lost 
most of our African values, Perhal s 
we still hold onto some surviving 
Africanisms, but by and large you can 
see the transformation. This was 
achieved through a long stay, but also 
through the high technological society 
that has a tremendous mass media

On January 30, 1971, NH T-l advised that HUEY 
P. NEWTON spoke at Lee High School, Church Street, New 
Haven, Connecticut, on that date. This speech was in 
conjunction with a Black Panther Party sponsored meeting 
for concerned citizens at that high school. 

HUEY P. NEWTON is the self-proclaimed 
supreme commander of the Black Panther 
Party . 

A characterization of the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) is contained in the Appendix 
of this communication. 

NH T-l advised as follows concerning activities 
at Lee High School on January 30, 1971. Prior to 
NEWTON’s speech, Attorney CHARLES GARRY addressed a 
full house audience of 1100 persons and presented a 
short talk regarding BOBBY SEALE. 

CHARLES GARRY is the self-proclaimed 
BPP chief defense counsel, who is 
defending BOBBY SEALE and ERICKA HUGGINS 
on murder charges in Superior Court, New 
Haven, Connecticut.

BOBBY SEALE is the self-proclaimed 
national chairman of the BPP and is 
presently standing trial in New Haven 
on charges stemming from the torture- 
murder of alleged police informant, 

ALEX RACKLEY in Connecticut during 
May, 1969. 

During his talk, GARRY stated that a double 
standard of justice exists in the United States, one 
for the rich white class and one for poor blacks. 

GARRY described the sy stem of justice in the United 
States as ’’lynching". Immediately following the 
remarks by CHARLES GARRY, CONNIE MATTHEWS TABOR 
addressed this gathering and spoke briefly of the 
newly established BPP Free Medical Clinic at 27 
Dixwell Avenue, New Haven. She further stated that 
the BPP was constantly in need of additional revenue 
and urged all in attendance to donate monies to the 
BPP.

After TABOR’s brief comments, NEWTON addressed 
this group by stating that his purpose in coming to 
New Haven was to free BOBBY SEALE and ERICKA HUGGINS. 

ERICKA HUGGINS is a co-defendant with 
BOBBY SEALE in Superior Court, New Haven, 
Connecticut .

NEWTON’s speech dealt with BPP ideology and 
the need for freeing all "political prisoners". 

NEWTON described "political prisoners" as being all 
persons who were in jails in the United States on 
charges resulting from their anti-Governiment activities. 

In regard to the trial of SEALE and HUGGINS, NEWTON 
stated, "Is it not your obligation and right to do 
everything necessary to stop the murder of BOBBY SEALE? 

If the law says that BOBBY and ERICKA should face the 
electric chair then the people ,-hould accept that but 
I say the people should not accept that like they did 
not do in my case. The law is bound to make mistakes 
and people should be allowed to correct the laws. 

BPP members are true and non-violent people who must 
preserve and defend themselves and not let occur the 
murder of BOBBY SEALE and ERICKA HUGGINS." 

"We may not see the fruits of our revolution 
in our lifetime but we will go on struggling while the 
tanks roll up to our door. We have only two alternatives- 
reactionary suicide and revolutionary suicide. We 
prefer the latter. Men should not serve laws, but laws 
should serve men. There is no law which says a man 
should give up his life without a struggle. The ten 
point program is not a revolutionary program, but rather 
a survival program which includes a free breakfast 
program and a program where kids can get free shoes. We 
must provide the young with strong bodies and strong minds 
and teach them the truth about this society." 

NEWTON also quoted ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, stating 
we will level the earth if v/e do not get our manhood. 

He stated that a man must make a covenant with death. 

The reactionary system seeks to solve problems through 
murder, legal or otherwise. A man who has been executed 
cannot have his grievance redressed. There is no law we

must respect. The state has a covenant with death 
and solutions are based on violence while they preach 
non-violence. Life cannot be taken away by gradual 
processes also; example, denial of medical care, 
unemployment, etc. The BPP would rather be kicked 
out with a stick rather than swept out with a broom 
because the broom is humiliating. We will not bow 
to the stick or the gun. The BPP wishes for a time 
when the gun will not be needed. A time of life, 
harmony, peace and order. 

Concerning prisons, NEWTON stated, "No law 
can justify the kind of prisons we have here. No law 
can justify the death penalty. Reactionary suicide 
is a reactionary tactic. Our obligation is to preserve 
our lives by any means necessary as well as by standing 
in front of a tank. The BPP spits on the tank to 
show contempt. Revolutionary suicide attempts to 
destroy the tank. We attempt to bring an end to the 
causes of danger and provocation. 

"Individually we do not know if we will see 
the fruits of the struggle, but we know the people will 
survive. He stated that there are really only two 
alternat ives-reactionary suicide and revolutionary 
suicide. The BPP chooses revolutionary suicide because 
we are dying every day. When law does not serve the 
people it should not be recognized. If BOBBY and 
ERICKA stay bound up tight, we will pull back the 
switch and there will be no more light. Our goal is 
education, so there will be no more racism or war. We 
are diminished when we have to take lives. We are 
all 'homo sapiens', all of the same species. We 
cannot work out new value systems given the current 
power circle. We must be ready to take life to break 
the power and we call upon you to help us.

On February 3, 1971, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised he had learned 
that Huey P. Newton, Supreme Commander of the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) , was scheduled to be in the Chicago, 
Illinois, area on February 19 through 21, 1971. 

The BPP is described on the appendix pages 
attached hereto. 


The source added that Newton was scheduled to 
speak at the University of Wisconsin, Madison, Wisconsin, 
on February 20, 1971, and that he was also scheduled for 
a speaking engagement at Illinois State University (ISU), 
Normal, Illinois, on either February 19 or 21, 1971. The 
source indicated that there was a possibility that the 
appearance at ISU might be canceled as a dispute had arisen 
concerning the contract signed for Newton's appearance at 
that institution. In that regard, the source learned that 
some unknown individuals in Normal had apparently diverted 
funds allocated for the appearance of Newton at ISU to their 
own use. 

The source added that as of February 3, 1971, 
no information had developed concerning the appearance of 
Newton in the immediate Chicago, Illinois, area.

On January 31} 1971 » a source who has furnished 
reliable information, advised that HUEY PERCY NEWTON 
spoke at Woosley Hall, Yale University, concerning new 
ideology changes in the Black Panther Party (BPP) . 

A characterization of the BPP appears 
in the appendix section attached hereto. 

Source advised that NEWTON spoke before 
approximately 1200 people, predominately Yale students. 
NEWTON expounded on his Panther Philosophy and discussed 
revolutionary in ter communal ism. NEWTON was assisted by 


| international Black Panther hovement. 

He was also assisted by several pertinent guards and the 
audience was thoroughly searched prior to entering the 
hall. NEWTON’S speech lasted approximately 9'0 minutes 
and he entered and departed by the rear door of the 
hall.

-- On February 1, 1971, a second- source furnished 

'the following summary statements made by HUEY.P, NEWTON 
at his speech of Woolsey Hall, Yale University, January 
31, 1971: 

NEWTON began by thanking those present for freeing, 
him from prison and said he was here to free BOBBY SEALE 
and ERICKA HUGGINS as well as LONNIE MC LUCAS. He called 
for the freeing of all political prisoners. He stated 
that- we must change our revolutionary attitudes - put them 
into practice. He assured the audience that BOBBY would 
be freed by |’whatever means necessary.” He stated that 
the BPF is against the death penalty. The "racist reactionaries 
can make no law that the people are bound to respect." 

He stated that contrary to public opinion, the BPP does 
have an ideology. He quoted MALCOLM X by stating "Watch 
in the halls of justice - injustice is being done." He 
paraphrased that quotation by stating, "Watch in the halls 
of education - miseducation is being done." NEWTON dis- 
cussed materialism and various philosophical theories such 
as "Kant’s Rational Method of Solution." He also discussed 
WILLIAM JAMES’ pragmatism. He discussed- MARX and ENGELS 
and dialectical materialism. At times his pronunciation 
was erroneous and logic completely incorrect. Many of the 
approximately one thousand persons present appeared un- 
impressed. He criticized the united States and its capitalism 
and imperialism and stated that the United States Govern- 
ment exploits its people. The United States has gone from 
a colonial to a neo-colonial system and has now reached a 
reactionary intercommunalism. The BPP’s ideology calls for 
a revolutionary intercommunalism. He discussed also minority 
cultures and stated that the Black Culture had been "raped." 

He said there does not exist a war anywhere in the world 
today but merely police actions. He added that the people 
will have power. He also stated that Black Capitalism 
cannot exist. He also quoted Freud, Hegel, and Professor 
ERIC ERICKSON. He advocated a theory of "essential mis- 
cegenation." He criticized FKUED, JUNG, and HEGEL as

having made mistakes concerning man’s essential motivation. 

He discussed the Lumpen Proletariat and defined it as the 
unemployed minority. He stated that as unemployment in- 
creases, the Lumpen will become the majority and hence the 
people will take power.

the questions and going off on a separate tirade. 

Source further advised that NEWTON arrived 
approximately tv/o hours late for his speech. He was 
dressed in a full length beige topcoat and carried a short 
black baton with a silver head which he used for emphasis 
during his speech. He appeared to be extremely satisfied 
with himself; however, his delivery was poor and many of 
the spectators appeared bored by what he was saying. Som cO 
stated that approximately half of the people there appeared 
to have paid the two dollar entrance fee; hov/ever, several 
had free passes and were allowed to enter without paying. 

There were no unusual incidents; however, one older pro- 
fessor refused to be searched at the door and was sent 
away.

Few people paid any attention 
to the instraeter-SJnove. Even in 
view of Newton’s comments- 
about a free society, most people 
adopted the view that the order 
and regimentation of the

Courtroom Order 
The order in the courthouse,

No Reasons Given 
Neit&er Newton nor the Pan- 
thers feave at any time explained 
the reasons for the presence of 
bodyguards around their 
speakers, or for their new policy 
of frisking before a major 
1 Panther forum. This indicates a 
contrandiciton between the 
Panther theoretical abhorrence 
of bureaucratic violence and the 
; group”s own law-and-order 
' syndrome. Accompanied by 
; official silence on the matter, the 
I contradiction opens the Panthers 
1 up to tihe charge of being ar- 
! bitrary in their decisions. 

The lack of any complete 
reconciliation between theory 
and action on the principles and 
motives behind Panther activity 
was apparent in one portion of 
Newton’s Sunday night talk on 
the revamped Panther ideology. 

After answering a few 
questions, fulfilling .“the 
obligation of- any leader,” 
Newton was about to leave when 
he returned to the podium, field 
marshal’s baton in hand, and said 
a few words on the need for action 
to male any sort of theory come 
alive- “‘I don’t believe in spirits 
revolting,” he said, alluding to 
the genocide of minority groups 
here and of underdeveloped 






groups abroad., 

He went on, “I n the course of 
the revolution we’re going to 
have to hurt some people. We’re 
going to have to hurt our 
brothers and we’re going to have 
to hurt our enemies. 

“But we must hurt with love.” 

Newton’s Point 

There was some applause as he 
said this, perhaps because of 
some measure of relief. Newton’s 
' point was that if one is going to 
create a single, just, -world 
j society built on a single principle 
of love he must-as long as “wars 
are ended through wars”-win 
that victory fighting with love. 

Newton was not thinking of an 
ideal golden rule, but rather “do 
not do unto others as they do not 
do unto you.” The rule is 
eminently realistic, though 
possibly contrary to chemistry: 
One must fight fire with fire. But 
is it realistic to think that such 
action can ever be accompanied 
by any sort of love diametrically 
opposed to the very means being 
used? 

1 The statement is reminiscent 
of Montesquieu’s optimism in the 
Spirit of the Laws. “The right of . 
I war,” he wrote, “is derived from 
necessity and strict justice. If , 
those who direct the conscience 
or councils of princes. . .proceed 
on arbitrary principles of glory, 
convenience, and utility, torrents 
of blood must overspread the 
earth.” Men have yet to invent a 
bloodless war and it seems less 
than naive to suppose that one 
can “wage a sporting fight, 
however just the cause. 

” Lack of Confidence 

Newton showed the same lack 
of confidence that a year ago 
characterized a theory different 
from his new Leninist in- 
tercommunalism, especially in 
trying to explain the theory in 
terms of a short history of 
philosophy (which a friend of his 
purportedly told him was un- 
necessarily anal compulsive). As 
it stands, the Panther ideology is 
in need of a serious reconciliation 
between theory and action if it is 
to be consistent in its professions 
of justice and love, which are 
assigned the heart of its 
philosophy. 

Meanwhile, the Panthers must 
demonstrate that their currently 
, regimented action is truly called 
for and not a danger, to the 
freedom of Panthers and non- 
Panthcrs alike.
